WARD WINS LIBERTY 
UNDER $50,000 BOND; 
INDICTMENT STANDS 


Justice Seeger Says Prosecutor 
Weeks ‘Overstepped Bounds’ 
Before the Grand Jury. 


MRS. N. W. CURTISS IN COURT 


Prisoner’s Mother-in-Law, Long | 


Sought as Witness, Has Been 
Five Weeks in New Rochelle. 


BACK ON BAKING JOB TODAY 


Ward Motors With His Wife to 
Their Home and Holds Re- 
ception on Porch. 


Supreme Court Justice A. H. ¥F, Seeger 
at White Plains yesterday refused to 
dismiss the first-degree murder indict~- 
ment against Walter S. Ward, but ad- 
mitted the self-accused slayer of Clar- 
ence E. Peters to $50,000 bail. 

In making known his decision on the 
application of former Justice Isaac N. 
Mills, Ward’s counsel, that the indict- 
ment be dropped, Justice Seeger said 
that, in his opinion, no jury would con- 
vict Ward of first-degree murder upon 
the evidence put before the indicting 
Grand Jury by District Attorney Freder- 
ick BE. Weeks. Justice Seeger declared 
that the District Attorney had “ over- 
stepped the bounds *’ through submission 
of ‘‘ illegal evidence.”’ 

After the matter of bail was arranged, 
and jubilant at regaining his freedom 
after twenty-six days in jail, Ward mo- 
tored with his wife to his home in New 
Rochelle, held an impromptu “‘ porch 
party ’’ for friends, and announced that 
at 7 o'clock this morning he would be 
back on his job as purchasing agent for 
the Ward Baking Company at their 
Bronx plant. 

Mr, Mills’s argument took slightly 
more than two hours, and In it he as- 
sailed the District Attorney and Auck- 
land B. Cordner, foreman of the Grand 
Jury, which returned the accusation 
against Ward. Mr. Mills was especially 
bitter at extracts from the minutes of 
the Grand Jury, which he declared were 
‘vile reflections ” upon the defendant's 
wife. These excerpts were questions 
levelied at Mrs. Ward while she was 
testifying before the Grand Jury. 


Mrs. Curtis There With Mrs. Ward. 


She was present in the White Plains 
court throughout the proceedings to win 
freedom for her husband, and after they 
were over, Ellwood Rabenold, also of 
counsel for the defense, disclosed the 
identity of a woman who had sat beside 
Mrs. Ward as Mrs. N. Willard Curtiss, 
mother-in-law of the defendant, who has 
been sought by Mr. Weeks for weeks as 
a Grand Jury witness. According to 
Mr. Rabenold she has been staying at 
the Ward home in New Rochellé for the 
last five weeks. 

Coming over specially to hear the mo- 
tion for dismissal of the indictment, 
Justice Seeger reached White Plains 
from Newburgh, where he had been 
holding court, at 10:45 o’clock. Mr. 
Mills, Mr. Rabenold and others of the 
defense counsel had previously request- 
ed District Attorney Weeks to bring 
Ward into court pending the arrival 
of the Judge, but their request had been 
denied. As soon as Justice Seeger 
reached the Court House, the defense 
counsel trooped into his chambers and 
repeated their plea for the production 
of Ward. The Judge directed Weeks 
to bring him into court. 

Ward came in, smiling and dpparent- 
ly in better health than he was when 
he was committed. He wore a blue 
serge suit and carried a straw hat. He 
shook hands with his attorneys and 
glanced around the crowded courtroom, 
He quickly saw his wife and mother- 
in-law and smiled a greeting to them. 
Mrs, Ward was soon joined by Ralph 
Ward, brother of Walter Ward. 


Asks Court to Look at Ward. 


Mr. Mills in his presentation retold 
the case in full, stressing legal points 
in his own favor in a low, earnest voice, 
or, raising his voice, condemning what 
he regarded as undue severity on the 
part of the Westchester officials, Be- 
ginning he moveil close to the side of 
Ward, who sat fidgeting with his straw 
hat. Mr. Mills pointed a finger at him, 
and said: 

‘I want to do what I can for this 
man, your Honor. Look at him—I 
wanted him for that purpose—does he 
look like a cold-blooded murderer? ’’ 

Then apparently unaware that the two 
Ward children—Betty, 4 years old, and 
Willard, 2 years old—were not present, 
~— attorney asked the Court to look at 
them. 

‘‘I also wanted the wife of this man 
to be here,’’ he declared as he turned 
to point at Mrs. Ward. ‘‘ Does she look 
like a wanton, as the black heart of the 
foreman of the Grand Jury tried to 
show her? ‘Vvhere she sits meek and 
pure.”’ 

Launchir into his argument, Mr: 
Mills based his contention for dismissal 
on the ground that the Grand Jury evi- 
dence had not warranted a first-degree 
indictment. He also charged that the 
proceedings before the Grand Jury had 
been ‘‘improperly ’’ conducted and de- 
clared that evidence tending to show that

PAY DEBT 10 US SOON 


Sum Raised by Loan Here 
and at Home. 


OTHER PLANS SUGGESTED 


Washington Has No Word as 
to British Intentions on Pay- 
ment or Refunding Debt. 


LONDON, July 11 (Associated Press). 
—The Evening News today says ar- 
rangements for repayment to America 
of the British loan in a lump sum in the 
near future are in an advanced stage. 

It declares repayment will be made 
by means of a loan to be raised jointly 
in England and America. 

The London Times yesterday began 
publication of a series of special arti- 
cles. discussing “the economic morass 
in which the world is floundering,” and 
alming to point the road to recovery) 

“Great Britain alone holds the key te 
the whole position,” the writer 4 
“The only gateway to the path fo 
safety Is through firm, courageous treat- 
ment of the reparations problem. In 
order to unlock the gate, the question 
of the British war indebtedness to the 
United States must first be settled.” 

The article deals lengthily with “the 
suggestion that Great Britain cancel the 
war debts owing her from the Allies to 
bring home to the people of the United 
States the part they ought to play in 
the economic redemption of the world,” 
and with the “ fallacious notion that, in- 
asmuch as America is wealthy, it could 
well afford to wipe off the European in- 
debtedness.” 

The writer declares that the sooner 
such notions are abandoned the better, 
and in a long argument leads to the 
conclusion that Great Britain must pay 
its whole debt to the United States ag 
soon as possible. His plan is that the 
Government should issue British bonds 
to the United States for the full amount 
of the debt, such bonds to be redeem- 
able at stated intervals during such a 
term of years as the American Treasury 
might think most equitable. In any 
case, he adds, “ practical recognition of 
our full liability ought not to be longer 
delayed.” 

In the second article today The Times 
argues that the authority of the Hard- 
ing Administration is weaker than when 
the President convened the Washing- 
ton conference, and that therefore 
America is no longer in a position to 
take the initiative in the present prob- 
lems. 

The leadership thus devolves on Eng- 
land, who should permit France, Italy 
and Belgium to pay their war debts to 
England in German reparation bonds of 
the C and B categories, on the under- 
standing that the bonds thus offered in 
payment be immediately destroyed by 
the British Treasury. 

Then at one stroke, The Times con- 
tends, the problem in Europe of inter- 
allied debts would be cleared away and 
the German reparations debt would be 
diminished, roughly, by £1,100,000,000 
sterling.

LONDON, July 11.—The Daily Chron- 
icle’s political correspondent referring to 
today’s Cabinet meeting says: 

“*In the light of the visit paid to the 
Barl of Balfour at the Foreign Office 
and to 10 Downing Street by Sir Auck- 
land Geddes, our Ambassador in Wash- 
ington, and Sir Basil Blackett, it is be- 
lieved that questions connected with 
the British debt to the United States 
are also under consideration. 

‘It is generally agreed in responsible 
quarters that our debt to the United 
States, complicated by the Indebtedness 
of France and Italy to us, needs to be 
regularized. It is felt to be unsatis- 
factory that. we should be Hable to be 
called upon for full repayment at short 
notice, which if such a course were con- 
ceivable would unsettle the finance of 
the world. 

‘‘The Chancellor of the Exchequer on 
past occasions has hinted-at the desir- 
ability of funding our debt to America 
if agreement on this could be reached 
and it is belleved that this question is 
now under consideration.”

Hooper, Chairman of the United States | 
Railroad Labor Board, and union lead- | 
ers of the six striking shop crefts. | 

The peace negotiations have been in | 
progress since last Saturday night, when | 
Chairman Hooper and B. M. Jewell, | 
head of the shop crafts, were brought to-| 
gether for the first time since the walk- 
out of ten days ago. 
» What part President Harding will play 
has not been disclosed. It is known, 


however, that the President was,in tel- 


Me representatives. “of” the 
Railroad Labor Board. This much was 
revealed when a long distance operator 
called The Chicago Tribune in an effort 
to locate Mr. McMenimen. 

From the secret peace conferences has 
come a rather definite conclusion as to 
what may be done to effect a settle- 
ment. While beyond issuing brief and 
rather non-committal statements Mr. 
Hooper and Mr. Jewell declined ,to dis- 
cuss prospects, reports indicated that 
the strike will ne called off if these 
four things are done:

4. If the railroads agree to establish 
the boards of adjustment provided for 
{n the Transportation act, but which 
the carriers have steadfastly refused to 
consider. 

The proposed boards of adjustment— 
or perhaps one national board—would 
be made up of an equal number of union 
and carrier representatives. They would 
hear all disputes excepting those involv- 
ing wages, thus taking a great load 
from the Labor Board and insuring 
greater promptness in disposing of 
grievances, 

Although the statements of Chairman 
Hooper and President Jewell seemed al- 
most studiously to avoid expression of 
undue optimism, neither sought to mini- 
mize the significance of the fact that 
they finally had ‘‘ put their feet under 
the same table.’’ 

Mr. Hooper’s statement follows: 

‘“Too much significance need not be 
attached to the fact that I have held 
conferences with Mr, Jewell and the 
heads of his several organizations. In 
the meantime, I have also conferred 
with several railway executives. As a 
result’ of these conferences, there are 
no optimistic predictions to make. 

‘*My participation in the previous 
conferences, and the participation of 
Mr. Wharton and myself in that of to- 
day, have been personal rather than 
official, and arose from a desire on our 
part to be as helpful as possible in the 
present situation.”’ 

Mr. Jewell’s statement was brief. 
follows: : 

‘“‘A conference between certain mem- 
bers of the Railroad Labor Board and 
the officers of the organization of em- 
ployes now on strike was held today, 
in which the issues involved were dis- 
cussed. There are no optimistic or 
definitely hopeful results to announce 
at this time.’’ i

President’s Proclamation Forbids 
Interference with Fransportation

WASHINGTON, July 11.—President Harding late 
tonight issued the following proclamation: 


By the President of the United Staten of America 


A Proclamation : 


Whereas, The United States Railroad Labor Board is an 
agency of the Government, created by law, and charged with the 
duty of adjusting disputes between railroad operators and employes 
engaged in interstate commerce; and 


Whereas, The United States Railroad Labor Board has re- 
cently handed down decisions, one affecting the wage of the shop- 
craft employes, the other declaring the contract system of shop-

Nom, Therefore, 1, Warren G. Harding, President of the

In @ proclamation gtven out at the 
White House at 10:45 o'clock tonight 
(11:45 New York daflight saving time), 
the President called upon “ all persons 
to refrain from all interfeFence with the 
lawful effort to maintain interstate 
transportation and the carryin ; 
United States mails,” . “2 

It was reported that at to 3 meet- 
ing of the Cabinet Tectia Caen 
Work recommended the assignment or 
marines to guard mail trains. The ad- 
vantage of employing this arm of the 
service for strike duty, it was pointed 
out, lay in the fact that last Fall 1,200 
marines.were detailed for duty with the 
Post Office Department to protect’ thé’ 
mails from the so-called crime wave 

The marines were believed to possess 
the advantage of having the machinery 
and the experience for guarding mail 
trains. Should other protection fail, that 
is, the Deputy Marshals and National 
Guard, troops of the regular army 
would be sent to guard the railroad 
shops. 

It was not until 10:45 o’clock tonight 
(12:45 New York daylight saving time) 
that President Harding's proclamation 
was given to the press at the White 
House. ¥ . 

A revision of the original draft of the 
proclamation had been completed by the 
President only a few minut _ before. 
Typewriting operators were ready and 
copies of the proclamation were quickly 
made and -+hhanded to members of a 
great gathering of newspaper men who 
had been waiting all evening for it. 

At noon it became known at the White 
House, with the authority of President 
Harding, that the regular session of 
the Cabinet this morning had been de- 
voted almost entirely to considering the 
railroad strike situation. At that time 
it was intimated that the President 
would have an important statement to 
make at about 6 o'clock this evening, 
and in response to a question a White 
House spokesman said that it concerned 
the railroad strike. That was all the 
information forthcoming then. 

At 6 o'clock the President had com- 
pleted a draft of his statement, but it 
was not disclosed at the White House 
that it was.in the form of a proclama- 
tion. For some reason the. President 
did not care to issue it then, and he” 
took it over from the Executive Offices 
to the White House when he went to 
dinner, where it is supposed that he 
had a consultation with some of his 
advisers. 

Late tonight the President returned 
to the Executive Offices and called Sec. 
retary Christian, former Executive Clerk 
Forester and Chief Clerk Hard of the 
White House secretarial staff to his of- 
fice. They were busy for a considera- 
ble period going over the text of the 
proclamation. When the revision had 
been completed the text of the procla- 
mation was quickly copied and the 
copies given to the waiting newspaper 
men. 


May Use Federal Troops. 


The strike situation was. discussed at 
a two-hour meeting of the Cabinet this 
morning. It is understood that Attorney 
General Daugherty and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Work outlined reports received by 
their departments. 

The fact that now several governmen- 
tal agencies are involved in the railroad 
shopmen’s strike appears to have created 
a necessity for one directing head. 

The President therefore assumed full 
charge of the situation, Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty said this afternoon that 
no further steps were contemplated by 
his department. 

‘It’s up to the President now,’ Mr. 
Daugherty said. k 

The Attorney General admitted that 
more appeals for protection had been 
received from railroad Presidents.. So 
far as the Department of Justice is con- 
cerned, he said, no steps had been taken 
for court action. Is was Mr. Daugher- 
ty’s impression that some suits were on 

e point of being brought by the rail- 
road companies; but none, he said, had 
been authorized on the part of the Fed-

TRAINMEN THREATEN 
AT BLOOMINGTON, ILL. 


They May Quit in Protest Over 
Presence of Armed Troops— 
Report 300 Shots Fired.

BLOOMINGTON, Ill, July 11.—Posst- 
bility of an immediate walkout here of 
the Chicago & Alton trainmen loomed 
tonight. After an all-day conference of 
the joint Executives’ Committee of the 
engineers, firemen, conductors and 
brakemen, ft was announced that a con- 
ference would. be sought with J. Pp. 
Henderson, Superintendent of the rail- 
road. It will be demanded of the road’s 
management that an immediate with- 
drawal of §tste troops from company 
property here take place, or the train- 
men wil] join the shopmen now on 
strike. The reported walkout is said to 
be based upon the general prineiple that 
they will refuse to work on carriers 
employing non-union men. 

One of the reasons for the demand for 
withdrawal of the troops is that the 
presence of soldiers with high powered 
Weapons endangers the safety of resi- 
dents near the military area. Most of 
the residents adjacent to the yards are 
railway employes. 

This objection to the troops is based 
upon alleged wild firing last night by 
the soldiers in repelling menacing ad- 
vances of union workers. It is claimed 
that in several instances weapons were 


aceidentally discharged by sentries, The 
Brotherhood Committee 18 sald to be 


prepared to present.evidence of stray 
Billets penetrating at least two resi- 
dences near the yards, imperiling the 
Mves of the occupants. 
Official reports of shooting taking 
place last night between sentries and 
. snipers on the outskirts of the yards 
differed. Colonel Albert T. Culbertson, 
comamanding the troops, said his re- 
ports indicated that not more than four 
shots altogether were fired. From other 
‘sources, however, it was asserted that 
; @t least 300 shots were exchanged. 
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rotest against the alleged shooting by 
e State troops sent in to protect the 
Chieago & Alton shops and workmen at 
Bloomington. 
“They are hitting the houses,’’ th 
Sheriff complained. 


SAYRE, Pa., July 11.—Leaders of the 
striking Lehigh Valley Railroad shop- 
men today formed a ‘‘ peace co it- 
tee ’’’ to prevent possible outbreaks. The 
action was taken after a worker named 
Van Gorder had been chased from the 
entrance of the shops to his home by a 
crowd of men and the stoning of an- 
other worker's home. The disturbance 
marked the first sign of trouble in the 
local shops since the strike began. 
Union officials claimed that radical for- 
eign-speaking strikers were responsible. 

The ‘‘ peace committee” called upon 
borough and railroad officials and out- 
lined plans for co-opération in case of 
further trouble. 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, July 11.—Judge 
Dahl B, Cooper, in Common Pleas Court, 
this afternoon granted to the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad officials a temporary 
injunction restraining striking railway 
shopmen from interfering with the com- 
pany's property in this district. The in- 
junction applies to the local Baltimore 
& Ohio yards and the shops at Hazleton. 


B. & 0. TO CURTAIL TRAINS. 


May Cancel Through Runs, Using 
Only Locals.

BALTIMORD, Md., July 11.—Passen- 
ger service on the Baltimore &. Ohio 
Railroad will be curtailed immediately, 
{it was announced today. The reduction 
will be made probably through the an- 
nulment of all through trains and the 
operation of branch lines only. 

This decision of the company is the 
first outstanding effect of the strike of 
shopmen. Up to the present all passen- 
ger trains have been operated virtually 
on schedule time. 

In connection with the curtailment of 
service, C. W. Galloway, Vice President, 
in charge of operation and maintenance, 
announced that the fuel situation in some 
sections has become so acute that im- 
mediate relief is necessary. 

Orders were issued today that freight 
trains must not exceed a speed of 
twenty-five miles an hour. This, it is 
said, is not due to the strike, however. 

The Baltimore & Ohio reported that 
1,443 men were at work at the Mount 
Clare shops today, sixty-seven. more than 
the preceding day. Forty-six of the

DISPERSE PICKETS IN BOSTON. 


Police Drive Them From Several 
Employment Agencies. 


BOSTON, July i1.~—The police today 
drove away pickets ffom several com- 
mercial employment agencies where, ac- 
cording to union heads, workers have 
been hired by the railroads since the 
shopmen’s strike began. The pickets 
were told that they were violating the 
State ‘‘ peaceful picketing "’ law and the 


city ordinances, as no strikers had been 
employed at the offices picketed, 

Strike leaders announced tonight that 
they would eall on Police Commissioner 
Wilson tomorrow with counsel to pro- 
test against the action of the police. 
Pickets on duty at the regular employ- 
ment agencies of the railroads were not 
molested by the police. 

Replying tonight to a statement issued 
by the Boston & Maine management 
that half of the 6,000 employes of that 
railroad who went on strike had been 
replaced, strike heads said that the situ- 
ation had not improved for the road, 
and that some strikers who had re- 
turned to work were again out.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 11.—At a 
special meeting this afternoon 1,000 
striking railroad shopmen bitterly 
scored the Communist Party, active 
here since yesterday in spreading prop- 
aganda among the men calling upon 
them to resist the ‘‘ injunction judges,"’ 
the Railroad Labor Board, and to “’ stop 
the army before it stops them.” 

The Reds were held up to ridicule by 
labor leaders who cited instances of the 
Soviet labor system. The men then took 
a standing vote rebuking the radicals. 
Wild cheering and_demonstrations of 
a patriotic nature greeted this action.

MARSHALL, Mich., July 11.—A tem- 
porary injunction restraining striking 
shop employes of the Grand Trunk 
Railway from picketing the road's shops 
at Battle Creek, was granted here to- 
day by Circujt Judge W. H. North. The 
company requested the injunction as a 
preliminary to a suit against the Ameri- 
can Federation of Shopcrafts. 

In its bill of complaint the Grand 
Trunk charges that members of the 
Shop Workers’ Union ‘“ Bave been 
picketing, coercing, intimidating and 
threatening persons in the employ of the

WASHINGTON, July 11.—A warning 
that the United States must “ pay its 
; Way as it goes,’’ and that economy must 
be practiced to the strictest degree so 
that there shall be no tendency to en- 
large expenditures and thus to increase 
taxes was given this afternoon by Pres- 
ident Harding when he spoke to the 
second annual meeting of the Govern- 
ment’s business organization made up of 
Brigadier General H. M. Lord, the new 
Budget Director, and all the subordinate 
members of co-ordinating boards and 
other financial agencies. 

“I say frankly to you that I will not 
send to Congress estimates exceeding 
the probable receipts of the Government, 
and I must warn you that unless you 
use — pruni knives, the Executive

At the close of the afternoon, in a few 

poraneous words, President Hard- 
ing praised the budget organization for 
the example it was setting to States 
and other political subdivisions in their 
expenditures. He said that the system 
| practiced by many States and municli- 
palities of sperming without a thought 
of the future was the greatest menace 
mow faced by America. 

General Lord, who has just succeeded 
Charles G. Dawes as Budget Director, 
was presented to the meeting by the 
President, and gave a comprehensive 
review of his task. He appealed for 
Sympathy and support and was cordially 
received. In introducing him, President 
Harding said that he was a worthy 
successor of General Dawes and prom- 
ised him the same full support. 

Although the picturesque Dawes has 
gone to Chicago, the force of his per- 
sonality was felt all through the meet- 
ing. resident Harding and General 
Lord both spoke of him in glowing 
words, and his name received hearty 
applause. 

Secretaries Hughes, Mellon, Weeks, 
Wallace and Davis and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Work and General Pershing were 
seated on the stage with the President 
and General Lord, while in the audience 
were scores of prominent men. 

The audience had assembled when the 
President arrived and rose to greet him. 
He advanced to the stage, bowed and 
went immediately into his prepared ad- 
dress. The President said: 


Tells of Facing Deficit, 


“It is with sentiments of especial sat- 
isfaction that I come before you today 
to address the second annual meeting of 
executives constituting the business es- 
tablishment of the Government. It is a 
satisfaction, because I am privileged to 
acknowledge your very great accom- 
plishments in behalf of better adminis- 
tration and of Governmental econo- 
mies which have been effected within 
the year by reason of this new step 
toward better business organization in 
the Government.., 

‘Today's is the third meeting of the 
representatives of the Government’s rou- 
tine organization, and the second annual 
meeting. At this first milestone we 
pause to examine to what extent our 
early expectations have been realized. 
I think that due examination must show 
that we have been on the right track, 
and we may proceed with renewed assu- 
rance along the highways of govern- 
mental economy and. efficiency, 

““The report of the Director of the 
Bureau of the Budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1922, is a record of 
real achievement, of which you may all 
be proud, for without your intelligent 
and hearty co-operation this gratifying 
result would not have been possible. 
Last August it was estimated, on in- 
formation furnished by those speaking 
for the spending agencies of the Gov- 
ernment, that withdrawals from the 
Treasury for the fiscal year just termi- 
nated would be $4,554,000,000. The last

“The best estimate of receipts for the 
current fiscal year is $8,074,000,000 
while estimated expenditures are placed 
at $3,771,000,000, an apparent excess of 
expenditure amounting to $697,000,000. 
But the past year’s experience ‘has 
demonstrated that we need not be un- 
pa A concerned over such prospective 
deficits when we have the benefit of 
the budget organization and of your co- 
oe. 

“‘Last year, m the annual repor 
the budget, a deficit of $24,000,000 wos 
forecast; instead, we closed that fiscal 
year with a surplus of receipts over ex- 
penditures amounting to $313,000,000— 
this despite the Government's receipts 
in that year feil off $1,515,000,000. That 
is, the Government reduced by $1,515,- 
000,000 the amount which it collected 
from the people, and yet, because it 
was able to prune its expenditures by 
55> 745,008,008, it produced an actual sur- 
plus. , 

“That is certainly a gratifying ac- 
complishment which ought wy lenaire 
every one of you to continued and 
greater efforts in the coming year. 
There is an offset due to last year’s 
operations of $272,000,000, which repre- 
gents the general balance in the Treas- 
ury at the close of the fiscal year 1922. 

““The prospective net deficit of $425,- 
00,000 for the current fiscal year is a 
challenge to us all. We niust here re- 
solve that through our efforts expenses 
will be kept witnin income. There must 
be the utmost economy. There have 
been established those business princi- 
ples and procedures which are capable 
of bringing further economy during the 
current year, and I look to the Govern- 
ment’s executives for still closer scru- 
tiny of their activities and attendant 
expenditures. 

“If in your jurisdictions you find 
activities and expenditures that can be 
properly curtailed, or eliminated, I ad- 
monish you to do it; if the laws do 
not leave it within your power to do 
this, submit it to the President for 
recommendation of Congressional ac- 
tion. The business head of the Govern- 
ment does not and cannot contemplate 
or expect that expenditures this year 
will exceed income. If they do, it will 
be regarded as most unfortunate; and 
therefore I bespeak your fullest co- 
operation. 


Warns Against Narrow View. 


™ The work of the co-ordinating boards 
has emphasized the great need to con- 
sider the Government’s business as a2 
whole rather than as an uncorrelated or- 
ganization of loose parts.

‘* During the fiscal year just closed, 
deficiency and supplemental estimates 
amounting to $601,251, 409 were submit- 
ted to Congress. any were unavoid- 
able, because of wartime conditions; but 
as the war recedes we should have con- 
stantly less occasion for deficiency esti- 
mates. Congress chafes undér_ these 
conditions, and executive policy cannot 
countenance abuses in this. direction. 

“ After. the Civil War the deficiency 
habit becamé" so stro that Congress 
enacted an ‘anti-deficiency act’ with 
which’ you are all familiar, and with 
which tre Executive expects a whole- 
hearted compliance. I cannot overstate 
the importance of this policy, and re- 
sponsible officials will be held strictly 
to account for its observance. 

‘“‘In one Government department 4 
portion of each appropriation is set 
aside at the beginning of the year as a 
‘general reserve’ against which no ob- 
ligations can be set up exceptby the spe- 


‘cific authority of the department’s head. 


The department is then restricted to the 
balance remaining, tre reserve being 
drawn upon only for unforeseen contin- 
gencies. I earnestly recommend this 
procedure to all of ‘you. 


Reduction from the Estimates. 


“The total estimated appropriations 
for 1923, including supplementals, were 
$3,911,448,000, including the postal 
service; while total appropriations 
amount to $3,747,035,000, a reduction of 
$164,413,000 from the estimates, ex- 
clusive of about $60,000,000 not estimated 


for in the budget. The difference is 
relatively small, considering that esti- 
mates for the fiscal year just closed 
were nearly $1,000,000,000 more than the 
appropriations. It is hoped that with 
more experience estimates and expen- 
ditures may be brought more closely to- 
gether. 

“The alternative budget submitted 
under this act has brought together for 
the first time in one bill all the appro-r 
priated funds of each department, so 
that it is no longer necessary-to search 
@ number of bills in order to learn the 
appropriation for a department. 

‘The Controller General has issued a 
classification of objects of expenditures 
which became effective July 1, and 
this is the first step toward a uniform 
accounting system, so urgently needed. 

‘“‘The preparation of estimates for the 
fiscal year 1924 is the.next immediate 
duty. For that year, estimated re- 
ceipts are $3,198,000,000, or approximate- 
ly $600,000,000 less than the appropria- 
tions for the current year plus authori- 
zations for expenditure not included in 
the appropriations. 

‘* We must all keep constantly in mind 
that the probable receipts for 1924 will 
not permit as liberal appropriations as 
for 1923. In that connection I may say 
frankly to you that I will not send 
to Congress estimates exceeding the 
probable re@eipts of the Government, 
and I must ywarn you that unless you 
use your pruning knives the Executive 
will be compelled to cut deeply the 
estimates presented. 

“Our country is one of the few in 
the world which is now paying its way 
as it goes, and I must regard with dis- 
favor any tendency to interfere with 
this condition or to increase taxes. 

‘““As heretofore, the director of the 
bureau of the budget will have the full 
support of the Executive, and I bespeak 
for him your cheerful and wholehearted 
support. The blazing of the path of 
economy is not an easy task. Expendi- 
ture is toooften applauded, where earnest 
watchfulness for economy goes un- 
noticed; except for complaint. But-there 
is a great compensation for the service 
done. It lies in the consciousness of do- 
ing the thing necessary to make Gov- 
ernment more stable, to make burdens 
less difficult to bear, and to make our 
Government an example to others, and 
an example to the citizenship which it 
is meant to serve. 

“JT cannot refrain from speaking a& 
personal word,”’ continued the President, 
when the applause following his pre- 
pared speech died down. ‘‘I know how 
deeply you all regret the going of that 
charming and fascinating personality as 
represented in General Dawes, who led 
us in the institution of the budget sys- 
tem. As you know, the Executive gave 
him all the support possible. I think I 
can say to you that you have a most 
able successor in Géneral Lord and I 
want to know the Executive promises 
to give the same cordial support to him 
as was given to General Dawes. I 
arrogate to myself the privilege and 
pleasure of presenting your new chief, 
General Lord.”’ 


Dawes Called Providential Choice. 


Speaking of General Dawes as a 
‘* providential choice,’’ General Lord told 
the story of his predecessor's fundamen- 
tal plan in starting the budget. He said: 

** Looking at the situation as a busi- 
ness man, the Director reached a busi- 
ness man’s conctusion and that was that 
the Government’s outgo must be within 
its income, either by actual savings or 
by a postponement of expenditures until 
the Treasury was in a better condition. 


Then was launched that retrenchment 
campaign which was to make govern- 
mental economy fashionable and ex- 
travagance dangerous. 

OE eater value, however, than any 
particular saving in dollars and cents 
is the installation of a policy of econ- 
omy in Government business, and the 
acceptance of this policy by the execu- 
tive bureaus. The entire personnel of 
the Government must learn, if it has 
not already taken the lesson to heart. 
that economy is the approved policy an 
that extravagance of any sort is danger- 
ous business. 

‘During this current fiscal year all 
Proposed expenditures must be given the 
closest scrutiny, and no wasteful, ex- 
travagant or unnétessary ‘expenditures 
should be allowed to pass unchallenged; 
and further, no obligation should be in- 
curred in this fiscal year that can be 
postponed without serious detriment to 
the public service. Compétition in sav- 
ing, where billions are mvolved, is a 
splendid substitute for competition in 
expenditures.’’ 

The past red tape of the Government 
in estimates and expenditures and the 
consequent overlapping were traced by 
General Lord, together with the insti- 
tuted and proposed reforms, He plead- 
ed for greater co-operation in making 
expenditures. Enthusiastic applause 
greeted him when he said: 

We will never reach the high stand- 
ard of governmental efficiency for 
which we aim until we learn to think 
habitually and involuntarily in terms of 
the United States rather than in terms 
of departments, bureaus and divisions, 


General Lord Raises a Laugh. 


One of the humorous stories which 
General Lord told caused President 
Harding and the Cabinet members on 
the stage to laugh heartily. 

“The first estimate I submitted to 
Congress was an honest, minimum esti- 
mate, without one penny of padding,’’ 
said General Lord. ‘‘ I was new at the 
business and went before the House 
committee as innocently and as guile- 
lessly as @ dove. I shudder now when 
I recall what they did to that carefully 
drawn, unpadded estimate. 

“TI can illustrate it, perhaps, by the 
experience of the man who was accus- 
tomed to arrive home late from his 
club in a highly inebriated condition. 
The first night he went home sober his 
dog bit him. And that was what Con- 
gress did to me. 

‘“*In submitting honest estimates you 
may get bitten, but it is worth it if the 
executive bureaus succeed by such a pol- 
icy in rehabilitating themselves in the 
— of. Congressional commit- 
ees.”’ 

At the close of General Lord’s speech 
he asked the representatives of the Busi- 
ness Organization of the Government to 
rise and pledge anew their support to 
the President and ‘his business policies. 

‘* Permit me while you are standing to 
thank General Lord and you for your 
pledge of support and to thank the 
heads of Cabinet and independent de- 
partments for their presence and interest 
in our project,’ said the President in 
acknowledgment. ‘‘In a way it may 
sound prosaic and sometimes a little 
wearying to be talking about economy. 
But you are engaged in the most im- 
portant work that can.be pursued for 
your Government. No less than a score 
of citizens of foreign Governments have 
said to me, ‘ We are watching your work 
of reducing your expenditures in order 
to apply the system in our countries.’

Former Property Custodian An- 
swers Subpoena of Wash- 
ington Grand Jury. 


DENIESDAUGHERTY REQUEST 


Attorney General Asserts Germans 
Have Had No Communication 
‘With His Department. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Francis P. 
Garvan, President of the Chemical 
Foundation, Inc., and former Alien 
Property Custodian, turned over to the 
special Federal Grand Jury today books 
and records relating to the German 
patents acquired by the foundation. The 
special Grand Jury was formed to in- 
vestigate war frauds and the inquiry 
begun today with the appearance of Mr. 
Garvan had to do, not. only -with the 
disputed German dye patents, but with 
other formerly allen owned property 
seized by the Government: during the 
war, 

Coincident with Mr. Garvan’s Grand 
Jury appearance a story was circulated 
that the order of President Harding 
directing the Attorney General and the 
Alien Property Custodian to demand the 
return of all former enemy patents and 
copyrights held by the Chemical Founda- 
tion had originated in German channels 
in this country, had been approved’ in 
Berlin and brought to the attention of 
the Government here in such a way as 
to indicate that it was of the purest 
American origin. When the attention 
of Attorney General Daugherty waa 
called to this and similar reports of the 
exertion of German influence he made 
a flat denial. 

“I have had no communication with 
any German interests or persons repre- 
senting Germans supposed to have in- 
terests in these patents,’’ said Mr. 
Daugherty. 

“‘Nor has any one in the Department 
of Justice, so far as I know, had com- 
munication of any kind with any of 
them. We are waiting to carry out the 
President’s instructions in the matter. 
There can be no doubt that if the pat- 
ents are returned by orderly legal pro- 
ceedings the President and Congress will 
take care of every American interest. 
It is entirely up to Congress and the 
President whether the patents are re- 
turned, either voluntarily or by court 
order.”’ 

Prior to his appearance before the 
Grand Jury, Mr. Garvan received a re- 
quest, savoring of a formal demand, 
for the delivery of Chemical Foundation 
records to those who represent the Gov- 
ernment in the Grand Jury proceedings. 
The demand or request was made by 
J. W. H. Crim, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, who met Mr. 
Garvan just before he entered the Grand 
Jury room and asked him to let the 
Government have possesgion of the rec- 
ords for examination at once. Mr. Gar- 
van declined, and said that at the proper 
time he would lay them before the 
Grand Jury. He intimatéd that repre- 


sentatives of the Government who were 


investigating the Chemical Foundation's 
activities in relation to German patents 
would not get their hands on these rec- 
ords, at least not in a manner which 
might possibly benefit German dye in- 
terests. 

“I can trust an American Grand Jury,” 
said Mr. Garvan, ‘ but when it comes 
to placing any trust In the people con- 
cerned in this investigation, I shall re- 
fuse and do refuse to hand over the 
records.”’ 

Assistant Attorney General Crim ac- 


cepted this as final and Mr. Garvan went }

into the Grand Jury room. 
there about twenty minutes. 
came out he said: 

‘“*I appeared before the Grand Jury 
with the books and records in question. 
I was treated with every consideration 
possible. An agreement was entered 
into between the Grand Jury and my- 
self whereby the books will be returned 
to my New York office and there be 
examined by auditors of the Department 
of Justice~an examination which might 
have béen had at any time by merely 
knocking: at my door. I am to return 
at some future time at the convenience 
of the Grand Jury _for a complete hear- 
ing.”’ 

Mr. Garvan doubted the regularity of 
the issuance of the subpoena requiring 
him to appear. He said the subpoena 
was not signed by any Judge of the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court, 
and appeared to be improperly drawn. 
He said he had appeared before the 
Grand Jury voluntarily. 

Mr. Garvan was inclined-to believe, he 
indicated, that the investigation was ca- 
mouflage thrown about the activities of 
the Department of Justice to veil its 
preparations for filing a suit in equity 
to compel the return of the patents in 
case the department did not get its hands 
on them as easily as it expected. 

It appears, however, from the activi- 
ties of Attorney General Daugherty and 
his aids that the patents will have to be 
returned anyhow, even if Mr. Garvan 
sues for their recovery. Assistant At- 
torney General Crim believes that this 
particular case {is unusually irregular 
and will be attacked as such. Action 
will be had, Mr. Crim said, as soon as 
the special Grand Jury completes its 
investigation concerning ithe Phillips 
lumber case. 

The allegation by Mr. Garvan that the 
Department of Justice was resorting to 
camouflage was taken lightly by Mr. 
Crim. If such were true, he said; it 
would amount to a bald and flagrant 
misuse of power, because a Grand Jury 
could only be used to investigate and 
hear evidence concerning criminal cases 
which could be later used by the Gov- 
ernment in appropriate and atrictly 
legal ways. ; 

There is every indication, officials be- 
lieve, that once the present investiga- 
tion is under way it will lead the De- 
partment of Justice to reach out in 
several other directions. If this hap- 
pens, it was intimated,\many high of- 
ficlals of the Wilson administration will 
be called to answer questions, particu- 
larly those who in any way had any- 
thing to do with the handling of alien- 
owned property, both before and after 
the armistice.

GARVAN AGAIN ACCUSED. 


Counsel for German Interests Sup- 
ports President’s Action. 


Further denial of charges made by 
Francis P. Garvan, President of the 
Chemical Foundation, Inc., that Ameri- 
can industry would be endangered if 
the foundation was forced to return the 
German. dye and. drug patents it pur- 
chased from the Government after the 
armistice were made yesterday by 
Major Almuth C. Vandiver, counsel to 
the German interests involyed. 

Major Vandiver said that President 
Harding’s orders to force the founda- 
tion to give up these patents meant that 
the Government was taking into its own 
hands powers and responsibilities that 
could not be legally exercised by a pri- 
vate corporation. ‘‘ The Trading With 
the Enemy aci, as originally passed, 
contemplated no confiscation of enemy 
patents,’’ he continued. ‘It provided 
that the President might license Ameri- 
can industry to manufacture and vend 
under these patents. Congress was au- 
thorized to make the ultimate disposi- 
tion of the patents, with due regard to 
American investment of capital. 

‘The former Attorney General and 
the former Alien Property Custodian 
endeavored, despite this country’s 
treaty obligations, constitutional provi- 
sions and. traditional policy, to convert 
the Trading with the Enemy act into 
a confiscatory statute. 

“The purpose of the President’s ac- 
tion is to restore to the proper repos!- 
tory the patents and licensing power 
which this private corporation has ob- 
tained. American industry is in no 
danger. All proper rights may be 


amply protected. The exercise of gov- 
ernmental functions by private agencies 
is nowhere authorized in the. Trading 
with the Enemy act, and the elimination 
of the Chemical Foundation from this 
field of endeavor will work no_hard- 
ship to the interests of the United 
States and its citizens. Licensees of the 
Chemical Foundation who have invested 
capital can be cared for in accordance 
with the provisions of the Trading with 
the Enemy act. Protection of Amer- 
ican industry rests where it has always 
rested since the establishment of the 
republic; that is, in the hands of Con- 
gress.”” _ 

At a meeting of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Synthetic Organic Chemi- 
cal Manufacturers’ Association of the 
United States at 1 Madison Avenue yes- 
terday a resolution was adopted record- 
ing appreciation of Mr. Garvan’s work 
for the Chemical Foundation and ex- 
pressing confidence in his administra- 
ton of its affairs. 

The resolution set forth that the sale 
of the patents ‘“‘was made by the Chief 
Executive and by the Congress in order 
to preserve to manufacturers who were 
citizens of the United States equal 
rights in said patents, trade-marks, &c., 
and to protect the people of the United 
States against the domination by Ger- 
many of the important field of me- 
dicinals, dyestuffs and other organic 
chemicals.”

Calls Examination Outrage. 


“* Never since the days of the Spanish 
Inquisition has a greater outrage been 
perpetrated* than was perpetrated in the 
Grand Jury room by the examination of 
witnesses by the enemy of the defendant. 
The foreman of the Grand Jury was a 
disappointed and aggrieved political 
rival of the defendant. His situation 
was such that if these matters had been 
pending when that Grand Jury was im- 
paneled, he could have been successfully 
challenged.by the defense. The foreman 
of this Grand Jury took the case right 
out of the hands of the District At- 
torney.’’ 

Mr. Mills reverted to his charge that 
Mrs. Ward had been humiliated by cer- 
tain questions asked by the Grand Jury 
wiiile she was before them.

HARDING CONFIDENT 
OF COAL MINE PEACE 


Believes That Both the Opera- 
tors and Union Men Will 
Accept His Plan. 


\ 


OPERATORS TO MEET TODAY 


Say Harding’s Proposal Needs Care- 
ful Study—Miners May Put 
Strings on Agreement. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—President 
Harding is confident that his suggestion 
for a' commission to investigate the coal 
industry and fix wages will be accepted 
by both miners and operators. 

It was said at the White House this 
morning, after a meeting of the Cabinet 
at which industrfal troubles were dis- 
cussed, that the President believes the 
way out of the strike has been found. 
Whatever happens, it was added, Mr. 
Harding is certain that he has means 
to insure keeping the country supplied 
with. coal. : 

No threat of drastio action was con- 
tained in this statement. It was said 
that the President made no threats to 
either miners or operators, whose dele- 
gations have been frequent visitors at 
the White House yesterday and today, 
and it was added that he intended mak- 
ing no threats, The President was rep- 
resented to be of the opinion that per- 
manent peace in the coal industry could 
not be forced by an outside agency; in- 
Stead, that it must come from within by 
agreement between miners and opera- 
tors. He believes that the Administra- 
tion’s plan for a coal commission in ef- 
fect is a crystallization of the country’s 
ideas of industrial, peace. 


Operators an Hour With Harding. 


Bituminous operators spent an hour 
with the President late this afternoon. 
Little came either from the visitors or 
the White House regarding the incidents 
of the conference, but it developed that 
the operators assured the President that 
their answer to the Administration’s 
suggestions would be made on Sunday 
night, the day after the 123 members of 
the United Mine Workers’ Policy Com- 
mittee assembled here to determine their 
answer. Anthracite operators expect to 
reply by tomorrow night. 

* The bituminous operators’ position was 


officially stated today by Alfred M. 
Ogle, Chairman of the committee from 
this industry, who sald: 

‘The Jonger you study the President's 
proposal, the more angles appear and 
the greater number.of ways are seen in 
which it might work out. The opera- 
tors, after careful study, feel that the 
President’s proposition requires further 
consideration from a number of differ- 
ent points of view, and, therefore, they 
are taking time for most careful de- 
liberation.” 

Mr. Ogle said that at the operators’ 
conference with the President this after- 
noon the various difficulties, as men- 
tioned in his statement, were laid be- 
fore Mr. Harding. 


Issues Left to Disputants. 


For his part, President Harding has 
listened,, patiently in succession ,to re- 
citals from anthracite operators, mine 
workers and bituminous operators, and 
their hopes, doubts and fears of accept- 


ing the Administration’s proposal. When 
they have finished, he has pointed out 
that he is not proposing a settlement, 
but is merely offering the agency for 


ironing out the operators’ and miners’ | 


differences. He has told his visitors 
that he does not believe it the function 


of the Government to decidg the rights | 


of the controversy. Nor has he felt con. 
cerned with detailed questions that both 
miners and operators have.brought to 
him. He believes such matters should 


be left to the commission that he has | 
proposed. He has offered the means to |

Both anthracite and bituminous opera- 
tors have hesitated to predict whether 
their side will accept the President's 
proposal. One thing that was apparent 
today, however, was that the bituminous 
operators seemed to be in a better frame 
of mind than they “vere yesterday noon 
just after the joint conference at the

When the prosecutor concluded the 
Court announced that it would recess 
until 3 o’clock, Justice Seeger allowing 
himself about an hour and a half to 
formulate his decision. When he re- 
sumed the bench, he said that he would 
render an oral decision. 

“*This case,’’ he said, “is an unusual 
one. Its unusual character lies in the 
fact that there is no evidence of com- 
mission of a crime except such as Is 
contained in the defendant’s own state- 
ment. Yf what he states is true in its 
entirety, no crime has been committed, 
because he says clearly that he acted in 
self-defense when an attack was made 
upon him.” 


Ward’s Story Not Acceptable. 


Justice Seeger pointed out that a life 
had been taken, and that “ alone is suf- 
ficient to raise.a question of fact.’’ He 
declared that he could not pass on the 
“truth or falsity of the defendant's 


statement,” adding that such was the} 


function of a jury. He said that Ward’s 
statement or-explanation ‘‘ could not be 
accepted as true,’’ nor could it be ac- 
cepted by the District Attorney as such. 

*“* However,’’ he added, ‘‘ this case is 
barren of any evidence indicating a 
motive for a crime or showing any de- 
liberation or premediations In my 
judgment it would not warrant a con- 
viction for first degree murder. Un- 
doubtedly, the District Attorney and 
other officers of the law have acted 
entirely from proper motives in this 
case and have submitted to the Grand 
Jury with great care all the evidence, 
but they have overstepped the bounds 
and have submitted illegal evidence. But 
I doubt whether this illegal evidence has 
played any part whatever in the deter- 
mination of the question as to whether 
the defendant should be indicted and 
placed on trial.” 

Justice Seeger said it might also be 
that evidence favorable to the defense— 
such as Peters’s previous history — has 
not been submitted, but he doubted 
whether this omission had any effect 
on the Grand Jurors when they came to 
formulate their indictment. He added, 
however, that either of these facts 
might have had an effect in-determining 
fn the minds of the Grand Jury the 
degree of crime with which Ward should 
be charged. 

Says Dismissal Is Not Warranted.

As for the miners, judging from the 
attitude of some of their leaders, the 
indications are that strong efforts will 
be made at the meeting of the United 
Mine Workers’ Policy Committee to 
bring out a vote favorable to partici- 
pating in the coal commission. It was 
intimated today that strings might be 
tied to this agreement, that an attempt 
will be made to have the wage scale 
that expired on March 31 apply through- 
out the entiré deliberations of the coal 
commission, rather than until the com- 
ee has fixed a temporary wage 
scale. 


Hoover Acts on Price Rise. 


An increasing number of reports has 
been received at the Department of 
Commerce of advances in coal prices by 


non-union operators, particularly in 
Pennsylvania and Kentucky. Secretary 
Hoover said that the large non-union 
operators quite generally have. been 
abiding by price agreements, but that 
smaller operators were getting “ en- 
tirely out of hand.’’ In the effort to 
stave off further advance and to shave 
down present advances in coal prices, 
Mr. Hoover has summoned a conference, 
to be held later in the week, of .repre- 
sentatives of non-union operators. 

The time has come, in the opinion of 
Senator Borah, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Education and Labor, for 
Congress to take up the question of 
Government control of the coal indus- 
try. The Senator said that this does 
not mean Government ownership, but he 
ended ‘it may."’ 

‘*T think,” said Senator Borah today, 
‘‘the suggestion of the President with 
reference to the men going back to work 
pending a permanent settlement of the 
coal strike is one which is extremely de- 
sirable. But I do not believe that any- 
thing short of drastic control by the 
Government of the coal industry will 
bring anything like permanent relief. 

‘““A commission such as is suggested 
might work out a settlement of the pres- 
ent trouble, but the thing might break 
again in sixty days or six months. I 
feel, then, that after the present diffi- 
culty is adjusted, if this is possible, we 
ought to take up the question of Gov- 
ernment control. This does not neces- 
sarily lead to Government ownership, 
but/it may.’’ 


DISORDERS NEAR UNIONTOWN. 


State Police and Sheriff’s Forces 
Are Increased in Strike Zone. 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., July 11.—The coal 
strike situation in Fayette County grew 
tense today with the death of ex 
Koosky, a miner, who was wounded in 
a fight with Deputy Sheriffs at a strik- 
ers’ tent colony near Point Marion Sun- 
day night, when two other strikers were 
killed. Leroy S. Lincoln Jr., Superin- 
tendent of the Atlantic Coal Company’s 
mine, who has been sworn in a Deputy 
Sheriff, and five’ other men are in jail 
here awaiting the outcome of the Cor- 
oner’s inquest Thursday. * 

Officials of the United Mine Workers 
declared they had reported the shooting 
to the Federal authorities in Washing- 
ton with a request for a prompt investi- 
gation. 

Evictions continue throughout the re- 
gion, some sixty-five families of striking 
miners, according to the authorities, 
being turned out every day. The ulti- 
matum of the operators that all strikers 
must move out of company houses will 
become effective tomorrow. If the plan 
is carried out scores of evictions will 
take place. 

Walter Zeubank, a 14-year-old boy, 
was shot in the neck, and his father, 
John Zeubank, was beaten while resist- 
ing the removal of their possessions 
from a house at the mine of the Crucible 
Steel Company last night, the authori- 
ties have been notified. They were taken 
to a hospital at Brownsville, where it 
was said the boy was in a dangerous 
condition.

grant an adequate moratorium, it was 
stated today in official quarters. 

The Government is further convinced 
that the commission is sufficiently im- 
pressed by the ‘‘ march of events,’’ of 
which it has been a conscious specta- 
tor, to give objective consideration to the 
representations about to be made by Dr. 
Fischer, Chairman of the German War 
Debts Commission, and Herr Schroeder, 
Under Secretary for Finance, who are 
now in Paris. 

In this-connection prominent German 
diplomatists today recalled the predic- 
tion of Dr. Walter Rathenau, the late 
Foreign Minister, that French’ financial 
collapse would also be inevitable if the 
French continued to block any reagon- | 
able effort to revise the reparations pro- | 
gram. ‘‘ But can we hold out until this 
inevitable eventuality sets in? ’’ was the | 
doubt which agitated the mind of Dr.

With two rounds of 71 and‘70 for a 
total of 141, Hagen not only w&s the 
day’s leader in a field only slightly back 
of yesterday's in point of the number of 
Stars, but he firmly established himself 
as a factor to be reckoned with when 
the real contest starts on Thursday.

Playing with rare coolness and 
earefully measuring each shot, he fin- 
ished in 4—4—5 and, gained a place in 
the championship flight by the narrow 
margin. of enly one stroke. He was 
in the next to last group to get into 
the select circle with a total of 151, 
the Hst closing at 152. 

Among the twenty-four qualifiers were 
some amateurs, the honor of leading the 
prucession falling to young Eddie Held, 
the 18-year-old Forest Par layer from 
St. Louis, Who attracted widespread at- 
tention a few weeks ago by carrying 
Chick Evans to the twenty-first hole fn 
the Wester amateur championsbip. Held 
had two well-balanced rounds of 74 and 
"3, placing him a stroke ahead of Bobby 
Jones of Atlanta and two strokes in ad- 
vance of Jesse Guilford of Boston, the 
amateur champion, and Fred Wright of 
Los Angeles, former Massachusetts star, 
who went to the sixth round in the 
British amateur championship a year 
ago. 

The other two amateurs wlro succeed- 
ed where many of the. professionals 
failed were John G, Anderson of Si- 
wanoy, who had a total of 150, and 
Frank A. Godchaux of New Orleans, 
who had a brace of 76s for a total of 
152, just enough to edge his way into 
the championship field. 


Sprogell in Third Piace. 


To Frank T. Sprogell of the Colonial 
Club, Memphis, Tenn., went the honor of 
finishing in third place with a total of 
145. Sprogell, a Philadelphian by birth, 
who has spent his professional years on 


Southern courses, was tied with John 
Black of Los Angeles for the lead in the 
morning, each having a 70. By finish- 
ing tre afternoon round in 75, a stroke 
less than the Californian, Sprogell ended 
up in third position, while Black was 
tied with Clarece Hackney of Atlantic 
Gity, Leo Diegel of New Orleans and 
John Golden of Tuxedo, N#¥Y. 

After Held, and tied with Jones, Guil- 
ford and Wright, was Gene Sarazen, the 
former metropolitan district caddy, who 
is now golf professional at the Highland 
Club, Pittsburgh.

T. A. Schedule of Matches to 
Be Played in England. 


The United States Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation yesterday received a cablegram 
from the British L. 
schedule of the Davis Cup matches to be 
played in England during the next fort- 
night. ‘The dates named were as fol- 
lows: 

July 18, 14’and 15 at Bristol, India 
vs. Spain. 

July 14 and 15 at Roehampton, Aus- 
tralasia vs. Chechoslovakia. 

July 22, 24 and 25 at Wimbledon, 
British Isles vs. winner of India-Spain 
tie. 

The Australasia-Czechoslovakia match 
is in the upper half of the draw, and 
the winner will meet France in the 
semi-final around, the French team 
having already recelved a. default from 
Canada and defeated Denmark. 

According to the latest advices re- 
ceived here, the Australlasian players 
expect to leave England for the United 
States on the Majestic, which js sched- 
uled to sail July 16. They should, 
therefore, reach the United States in 
time for “the invitation tournament of 
the Seabright Lawn Tennis and Cricket 
Club, which begins on the last day -of 
the month. 

India and Spain are in the round be- 
fore the semi-final in the lower half of 
the draw. The winner will play British 
Isles, whose team recently won from 
Italy, Japan having defaulted to Italy. 
The Untted States L. T. A. has cabled 
each of the competing nations in this 
half to learn whethér it will send a 
team to the United States for the final, 
in case of victory in the preceding 
rounds. 

The National Association has cabled 
the French Lawn Tennis Federation an 
acknowledgment of its cablegram an- 
nouncing the federation’s decision to 
send a team of three. players to the 
United States for the Davis Cup matel 
against Australasia. That match will 
be played at the Longwood Cricket Club 
in Boston on Aug. 10, 11 and 12. As a 
semi-final match, it should attract much 
attention, particularly as it ‘will mark 
the first appearance in the United States 
of.a team of French players.

Harold S. Vanderbilt's Yacht

NORTH HAVEN, Me., July 11.—But 
for an  unhfortunate mixup at the 
start the race today for the five big 
schooners and two forty-foot sleops of 
the Eastern Yacht Club in Western 
Penobscot Bay would have been the 
most. satisfactory in many years,- The 
yachts had a thirteen-mile beat down 
the bay and a three-mile reach: to the 
finish In a, twelve-knot southwester and 
comparatively smooth sea.

Well astern came the Irolita, also on the 
starboard tack, but well clear of the 
bunch out ahead. 

The sloop start was also exciting, for 
both skippers timed the gun well and 
were running along the line when the 
eanon boomed. The Sally Ann was 
farther along, however, and tacking im- 
mediately to port succeedéd in crossing 
the Squaw and taking the lead.

JESS BARNES _ IN ‘FORM 


New York Flinger Limits Opponents 
to Fhe Scattered Hits—Casey - 
Stengel Injured.

CHICAGO, July 11.—After winning 
eight congecutive games the Chicago 
Cubs came a cropper here today when 
they met the New York Giants in the 
first of a four-game series. With their 
eyes on the National League pennant the 
Cubs have been going great guns in 
recent contests, but it remained for the 
Giants to take some of the starch out 
of their sails in this afternoon's con- 
flict. The defeat was in the nature of 
a crusher, for the rejuvenated home 
team failed to get even one man across 


the home plate in all the nine innings. 
Through the splendid pitching of Jess 
Barnes the McGrawmen were able to 
win by a score of 4 to 0. 

The Giants hammered ‘Virgil Cheeves 
for eight hits in eight innings and Os- 
borne for two in one—by no means as 
hard as they did the Pirdtes’s pitchers 
in yesterday’s game, when they knocked 
rg twenty-eight safe hits for a total 
4 : 
the double-header. McGraw and his 
men were still talking today about this 
terrific cannonading and so were the 
Chicago statisticians, who found that it 
was not a record for a single game. 
After looking over their figures the sta- 
tistician said that the Giants came 
within, three hits of the modern record 
of thirty-one, set by the Giants them- 
selves in a game against Cincinnati on 
June 9, 1901, and eight hits short of 
the all-time total of thirty-six madé by 
the. old Phillies against Louisville on 
Aug. 17, 1891. In the American League 
the record is twenty-seven, made by the 
Athletics in 1902 and equaled by De- 
troit in 1908, 

In today’s game the Giants showed 
why they are out in front leading the 
league. Their fielding was little short 
of sensational, not an error marring 
their play. At the bat they hit oppor- 
tunely. Jess Barnes also was in fine 
pitching form, holding the Cubs down 
to five safe hits and’ allowing only’ two 
to get as far as second base. This was 
Jess’s eighth victory out of eleven 
games in which he has officiated on the 
mound this season. Tonight the two 
teams stand even on games won and 
lost this year. Wach has won four and 
lost the same number. 


Stengel Forced to Ketire. 


One accident marred the _ contest. 
Casey Stengel was hit in the face by a 
pitched ball in the seventh inning and 
was foreed to retire.

COAL. 

It was WALTER RaTHENAU, the man 
called upon by Germany in the early 
days of the World War to organize 
the production and distribution of 
raw materials; it was RaTHENAU, the 
man to whom Germany turned in her, 
despair, after the war was lost, to di- 
rect the work of reconstruction, who 
defined coal as the ‘‘ noblest raw ma- 
terial on’ the planet.’’ He reached 
this conclusion not only from his 
first-hand experience, but also .after 
ec" comprehensive view of the well- 
being of our age,’’ whether such well- 
being is derived from industry or 
from commerce. In the. ultimatte 
analysis, he said, this well-being de- 
pepas upon coal. And he added that, 
if coal were honored as we honor 
wheat and bread, ‘‘ the problem of its 
*‘prime cost of production would 
** cease to trouble us, and therewith 
‘*the struggle with the miners about 
** wages would cease.’’ 

This is a moment when it is well 
to note, too, the economic and moral 
factors which he thought essential to 
the wise bringing forth from, hidden 
recesses of this noblest raw material, 
which during pendreds of thousands 
of years grew as a ‘‘ precious vege- 
tation,’’ was condensed into ‘‘ balsam 
and essences. of complex composition ”’ 
and stored in the earth. He names as 
these two essential considerations, 
first, the ‘‘ safety and well-being of 
the workers,’’, and, second, the pro- 
tection, against ‘‘ ignorant and thrift- 
less waste.’’. These must be the bases 
for a permanent policy as to wages, 
method of production and amount of 
output. , 

Meanwhile, coal must be mined. 
Heat for homes and schools and of- 
fices, power for manufacturea. and 
transportation, wait upon hands that 
It is not the concern 
alone of the miners or the operators. 
It is well to remember, in this emer- 
gency, still another sentence of RaTH- 
ENAU’s: ‘‘ Whoever squanders labor, 
‘‘ labor time or the means of labor is 
‘‘robbing the community.’’ Both 
operator and miner who undertake to 
produce that upon which the public is 
dependent have a ‘‘ community ’’ obli- 
gation. He who has so undertaken 
and withholds or squanders labor or 
the means of labor, he who refuses to 
” give himself ’’ with his labor time 
or labor means, robs three (as in 
LOwELu’s lines he who gives himself 
feeds three)—‘‘ himself, his hungering 
neighbor and me.’’ The ‘‘me’’ of 
this interdependence is every one who 
will be in need of coal next ‘Winter.

GOMPERS AND THE RADICALS. 

In revoking the charter of the New 
York Bookkeepers’ and Stenographers’ 
Union, SAmuet Gompers is true to 
his convictions. At a recent meeting 
of W. Z. Foster's Trade Union Edu- 
cational League, delegates from the 
union in question declared that it was 
**ready for the revolution.’’ The 
statement was probably not true; in 
a membership. of 600, only 100 are said 
to be Communists. If true, the state- 
ment was at odds with the principles 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
and, indeed, of organized labor in 
England and France. 

Bolshevist communism ts one tiing, 
socialism quite another. Three years 
ago, at Montreal, the Federation de- 
clared by an overwhelming majority 
in favor of ‘‘ths public ownership 
and democratic control ’’ of the rail- 
ways. Mr. Gompsrs-and his per- 
sonal followers fought. the resolution 
bitterly, but they ‘learned their les- 
son. The following year, at Denver, 
when the resolution was reaffirmed, 
they did not oppose it. During the 
present year the radical leaders have 
made an affiliation between the rail- 
way workers and-the mine workers. 
As yet all this is a groping rather 
than a movement, but it bears witness 
to the fact that Mr. Gompers is pow- 
erless to check the ‘spread, of social- 
ism. ‘The President of the offending 
bookkeepers and stenographers is an 
avowed Socialist, yet the Federation 
is to retain him as head of the re- 
formed union. 

Mr, Gomprrs is, in short, {n an 
anomalous and highly precarious po- 
sition. Under his leadership organ- 
ized labor has stuck to its program 
of adequate wages and bettered work- 
ing conditions. “To maintain his lead- 
ership against the oncoming- So- 
cilalists, he feels obliged. to fulminate 
against the law, the courts, the Pres- 
dent himself.- He presents the curious 
phenomenon of a temperamegtal con- 
servative who stands forth as cham- 


- 


pion of « power within the State that 
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claims a right.to dictate to ft. For 


that policy there Can be no i! 
Of the two great forces in 
can government, the Federation has 
sought byt one, an ever-widening or- 
ganization on a national basis. Mean- 
while, a fresh force ts rising—“ Jocal "’ 
or occupational - self - government 
through employé representation. The 
** Big Five ’’ packers and the .Penn- 
sylvania Railroad have asserted their 
independence of outside union leader- 
ship, with results that have been gen- 
erally fortunate. Thus the Pennsyl-. 
vania shopmen have achieved a wage 
scale that is on the whole higher than 
that ordered by the Railroad Labor 
Board. In order to enter a new region 
of prosperity and power, the Federa- 
tion has only to enlarge its philosophy 
and its organization so as to include 
this ‘‘local’’ unionism based on 
frank co-operation between men and 
management. Not by anarchic va- 
porings, but only by a program of 
sober actualities, will it be able to 
make head against the tide of s0- 
cialism. 7 


SUPERFLUOUS EMOTION. 

To the “ progressives "in Congress 
the direct primary seems to be a talis- 
man. It was the direct primary,. they 
believe in the innocence of their souls, 
that beat-the Old Guard in Indiana, 
Iowa, North Dakota, Pennsylvania. 
Therefore any attempt to do away 
with it fs wicked) It must be ex- 
tended, not reduced or abolished. To 
abolish it, says Senator Norris with 
romantic passion, ‘* w8uld be a step. 
toward monarchical government.” 
The children of darkness are trying to 
blot out the’ light. 

‘* If the people are not fit to vote in 
‘the primaries, they are not fit to 
** vote in the elections.” Nobody de- 
niesi.their fitness. It is a question of 
their inclination. Sometimes they 
won't vote in both primary and elec- 
tien. In Oregon, that nurse of nos- 
trums, deep thinkers are proposing 
that primary voting shall be made 
compulsory; that is, the unwilling 
voter shall be dragged to the polls, 
“where he can discharge™his spleen by 
casting-a blank ballot. Mr. Norris 
idyllically proposes to improve ) the 
paragon ‘“‘ by preventing vast expen- 
ditures.” That is like curingsthirst by 
abolishing water. Mr. Norris and his 
” progressive * friends are worrying 
themselves unnecessarily. The Re- 
publican primaries may yield the 
choicest candidates, but will the peeple 
elect them? The standpatters also are 
wasting emotion in their designs on 
the primary. However selected, a fat 
batch of them can’t be elected. 


“NO-PAR” SHARES. 

When the New York Legislature en- 
acted that ‘‘no-par ’’ shares should be 
taxed as if worth $100 a share, it 
substituted fiction for fact as a basis 
of taxation. There were only a few 
concerns with no-par shares when the 
law was passed, but. now it is said 
that there are two hundred taxable in 
this State, with an aggregate capitali- 
zation of $500,000,000. The decision 
that fact shall control theory under 
the New York law has therefore great 
importance. The decision reads: ‘*The 
‘* compulsory valuation of $100 re- 
‘“‘quired by the provision as thus 
‘* construed to be placéd upon every 
“share of no-par-value stock is 
** entirely arbitrary, and necessari- 
“‘ly would. result in unequal tax- 
** ation.’”’ Hence the provision is un- 
constitutional, and no-par sHares are 
to be taxed according to actual value. 
The proved value in the case in court 
was $8.55 instead of $100, and the 
taxes are ordered to be fecalculafed 
accordingly. 

The advantage of issuing no-par 
shates is that it puts share owners on 
notice that their shares are not worth 
what is stated on the face of valued 
shares. That delusion seems invin- 
cible, although it is within the knowl- 
edge of even the simplest that only by 
accident and temporarily do shares sell 
at thelr face value. It is not possible 
to read the quotations and escape 
knowledge that shares sell at both dis- 
counts and premiums. A share makes 
no promise to pay profits, and in some 
cases carries an obligation to assume 
losses. A share, accordingly, is worth 
its variable appraisal in the market, 
since there is no maturity, and no 
promise to pay its face. That is 
primary, {instruction for. Wall Street 
adventurers, but it was hidden from 
the New York legislators. The blunder 
of the Legislature in tagging the $8.55 
shares with a $100 price mark is at 
this moment up for repetition by Con- 
gress by a proposal. to repeal the 
* guarantee ’’ of a return on railway 
shares in order. to prevent a dividend 
of watered railway shares. There is 
no guarantee on railway shares, and 
the water has been squeezed out of 
them. There is only a provision -that 
the raflways may, if allowed, earn a 
return on their capital investment. 

The New York decision was antici- 
ated in the Federal Tax law in these 
words: ‘! The par value of stocks or 
** shares shall, in the Case of stocks or 
“ shares issued at a nominal value, or 
““having no par value, be deemed to 
** be the fair market value * '* *.” 
Suppose that the owner of $100 stock 
exchanges it*for no-par stock. Then 
the Fedefal tax is levied on values as 
of an arbitrary date; March, 1913, 
when there was no market for no-par 


shares. “Also, there are.Treasury de- |. 


cisions that some value must be-im- 
puted ta, no-par shares, and there are 
phrases in the Federal law which seem

have no valye because they have no 
par. The Federal\law must be recon- 
ciled with State laws in some way, 
unless the Federal law is to be dis- 
criminatory. Ohio passed a no-par 
statute, and a Treasury ruling under 
it establishes as a par value “ an ali-

{with which the corporation is to 
*‘ carry.on business * * * as stated 
** in its drticles of corporation.” Very 
good. But what becomes of the notion 
of market value on any date what-

PEANUTS. — 

One can hardly attribute humor-to the 
majority of ‘the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, but there may have been po- 
litical malice in -its proposed, reduction 
of the duties on unshelled and shelled 
peanuts. -Senator Ropinson accused 
the Republicans of trying to force 
Democratio Senators, tariff-for-rev- 
enue meh, to ‘ go on record "’ as \pro- 
tectionists. in the case of products 
grown in their own “section.” It is 
an old trick and‘it caught nine Demo- 
cratic Senators. The late Senator 
TILLMAN cynically avowed his’ readi- 
ness to ‘* get even,” to have his State 
recoup itself whenever ther6é was a 
chance by getting a little protection 
to offset the sum of taxes imposed 
by the protectionists.. Peanuts are a 
great Southern crop. It has grown 
enormously in the last, fifty or sixty 
years. Apparently the progyiction is 
now over 35,000,000 bushels a year, a 
third of a bushel for every man, 
woman and child in the United States. 

Gifted is the gooker. Hull, meat, 
oil, skin are all utilized... There are 
said to be 150 commercial uses of it. 
In the sandy lands of the South, 
where corn, wheat and oats couldn't 
be raised.after the boll weevil had de- 
stroyed the cotton, peanuts -were a 
boon; and ‘‘ peanuts and hogs’’ was 
made the ‘slogan’’ of the sandy- 
landers. All the peanut ‘* interests,” 
sqme of them opposed to each other, 
emitted remarks or briefs before the 
Finance Committee. The representa- 
tive of a Cleveland company that 
makes salted peanuts, peanut butter, 
and so on, blithely testified ‘that he 
had been called to Washington by a 
number of people who run “ shellers ”’ 
and cleaning factories in the South. 
They wanted to know where he stood: 

I told them I -was in favor“of a 

protective tariff; that I was a Repub- 

lican and was for protection, and was 
glad to welcome them into our camp 
of protection. I asked them what 
their ideas were in r to a duty, 

They said they woulfl like to get 3 

cents. I told them that was much too 

high, and if they could get 14% or 2 

cents_it would be extreme. They told 

me at that time that 2 cents would 
be entirely satisfactory, but that they 
were going to ask for 8 cents in the 
hope.of getting 2. *.* © They are 
now asking for 3 or 4 cents, which is 

practically no protective tariff, but a 

stone wall, 

This humorous gentleman's testi- 
mony was contradicted by spokesmen 
of the United Peanut Associations of 
America. They viewed with alarm the 
pauper peanut labor of China and 
Japan, though “ no positive statistics 
“‘are available for computing the 
J‘ actual cost of production in China 
‘‘ and Japan.” The representative of 
the Foreign Commerce Association of 
the, Pacific Coast said that production 
costs on little Asiatic farms were prob- 
ably the least item of expense in get- 
ting these Oriental groundnuts to the 
American markets. They pass through 
the hands of a lot of middlemen. They 
are shipped and reshipped, ware- 
housed and rewarehoused,_ short- 
hauled and long-hauled, loaded and re- 
loaded. There is much figuring of 
currencies and fluctuation of ex- 
change. Even under the Underwood 
tariff these Pacific peanuts couldn't be 
sold in American markets ‘* at a price 
‘* unfairly competitive with peanuts 
‘* growing in the South at a cost of 
“3% or 4 cents a pound.” Any addi- 
tional duty would either restrjct im- 
portation or'raise the price, or both. 

So tke doctors disagreed. The par- 
tisans of the peanut and the bloc won. 
We must be protected against Chinese 
cheap peanuts. In the words of Mr. 
Pinner of Suffolk, Va.: 


The American producer of peanuts 
feels that he is entitled to and should 
have protection. I wish to say, in- 
cidentally, gentlemen, that the peanut, 
as you know, had avery humble 
origin. It has*heen the symbol of the 
things which are small in this life. It 
has grown into prominence as a very 
valuable food, a food which practically 
contains all the elements of sus- 
tenance, 


Of course all the elementS.of sus- || 


teriance must be taxed. 


MONTE CARLO AT THE HAGUE. 

The Hague conference of experts on 
Russia has generated some heat, but 
also a good deal of light. Nobody will 
lend money to the Russians unless pri- 
vate property is handed back; and the, 
Russians won't hand. it back unless 
they get a bigger loan than anybody 
is able to give them on any conditions. 
The Soviet Government insists on 
holding its monopoly of foreign trade. 
But it is the universal conviction of 
foreign business men that under this 
system there will be no profits to 
share.” A graduated tax on the profits. 
of private companies engaged in for- 
eign trade would put the Government 
in funds, ‘but would upset the Com- 
munist theories’ to’ which even+Kras- 
SIN seems to hold tenaciously. 

The Mudsians. have a right to cling 
to communism if: they wish, but they 
cannot expect foreign countries.to lend 
them billions with no prospect of re- 


for agricultural improvement such as 
almost any Government would like to 
put into effect among its Gwn people. 
Noné’ cah afford it; still less can it 
afford to finance such an enterprise in 
Russia. Thé return of private prop- 
erty. is still a disputed question. Ob- 
viously, if the: Russians sell ofl wells 
that used to belong to Mr. Bzprorp to 
Colonel Boris, they will discoyrage 
future investments by Mr. Beprorp, 
and perhaps by Colonel Borze as well, 
since thet shrewd gentleman may re- 
flect that what is sauce for the goose 
may later be sauce for the gander. 

It begins to look as if it is impossible 
to do business with the Russians. But 
it is not impossible to gamble with the 
Russians. There is a faction in the 
Bolshevist ohgarchy which really wants 
to do business; another faction which 
wants to use the talk of businéss only 
to make bad feeling between capitalist 
States. Unfortunately, the logic of the 
situation is all on,the side of this lat- 
ter group. To restore Russia will re- 
quire an enormous investment.. But 
to ‘continue the piecemeal looting of 
Russia, or even to engage in the 
sporadic development of Russian re- 
sources, is far easier. Here no incon- 
venient considerations of former own- 
ership iritervene.. A man ‘who has a 
concession from the Soviet Govern- 
ment doesn’t need to worry over the 
faet'that his mine or oll field used to 
belong to somebody else; and if the 
former owner and his Government are 
incensed at the new owner and the 
Soviet Government, the gain is all to 
the Bolsheviki,, who feed on the 
troubles of capitalism. 

There is business in Russia for sonie 
of the concessionaires who go in on a 
gamble. Not for ali, certainly; but 

} the.big profit made by the man who

It in- 
sisted that even the serving, or helping, 
ef such a “ worthy cause’ as the rais- 
ing of money for the widows of police- 
men killed in the performance of duty 
did not justify the using of public prop- 
erty in this particular way. With what 
the paper likes to think significant 
promptness, President JuLIUS MILLER of 
Manhattan Borougn now takes the re- 
sponsibility for permitting the erection 
of that billboard, admits that he was 
more kind than wise in granting the 
privilege, and declares thaf with the 
closs of this week, when the permit ex- 
pires, the well-intentioned, but indefen- 
sible, structure shall fall, never to rise 
again. And that’s that! 

Again, THe Times told th® story of 
the Veterans’ Bureau and the Society 
of Illustrators, and of the ill-advised 
driving by the former organization of 
the latter from the school where dis- 
abled soldiers were taught designing and 
so made self-supporting. It commented 
on the story, too, and—well, the trouble 
has been settled And tte artists are to 
continue their beneficent work.on terms 
satistactory to themselves. And that’s 
that, also. 

In a somewhat different category, but 
at least analogous, was the arrival yes- 
terday from Mrs. MALLory of a denial 
that she had spoken about her defeat by 
Mile. LENGLEN as the cable dispatches 
quoted her. That does not quite prove 
that the reporters erred, but it does 
prove that Mrs. Ma.iory, without long 
delay, can see the impropriety of such 
statements as were ascribed to_her.

Exaggerated. are always inter- 
ested when they hear of peoplé who 
have gained the century mark or 
passed it. Unfortunately, however, the 
interest too often creates an excess of 
credulity, and far too many claims 
to existence unusually prolonged, and 
too many assertions of it, are accepted 
without verification. 

A notable case in point ts that of 
“Uncle JoHNNY’’ SHELL, the Kentucky 
mountaineer whose death at the as- 
serted age of 184 was_reported yester- 
day. “As @ matter of fact, while SHELL 
was @ very dld man, he was not 134, or 
anything like it, unless something\under 
100—nobody knows just-- how much 
under—be held to be like ite. ‘ 

In 1920 Dr. I. L. NaAscHeR of this 
city, chancing to be in the neighborhood 
of SHew’s squalid cabin, took. the 
trouble to examine not only the man 
himself—his body and what little mind 
he hed left—but to collect all the 
available information as to his whole 
career. He found that nothing definite 
or trustworthy was to be learned from 
the man himself. To dense illiteracy, 
senile dementia then was added, and he 
would say anything that was suggested 
to him, though his real memories of the 
past were few and vague. A few years 
before he had been exhibited at county 
fairs as ‘‘the oldest man on earth” 
by managers whose veracity was of the 
circus sideshow order: No. “‘ vital 
statistics" were kept in the moun- 
tains when he was young, and no- 
body knew when he was born dr mar- 
ried. 

All that Dr. NascHER “could deduce 
from the results of his inquiries among 
the man’s friends and from scanty rec- 
ords of taxes paid was that SHELL 
probably. w, then a little less than 


a centenarian. That would make him 
robably a little more than one now 
But the 134 years may be dismissed 
as mythicat. sr :

He drank hard liquor and 
vsed tobacco all his days after the 
fashion: of the vicinage; his food was 
of the coarsest and simplest, but prob- 
ably alWays sufficient; of education he 
hed none at all, and, until his brief 
experience a ‘‘freak,”” he had never 
been more than a few miles from his 
mountain home. 


. Sanitary precautions were unknown 


to, him,.and he had no baths except 
when he was caught. out in the rain. 
He married several times—had a young, 
or youngish, wife when Dr. NascHER 
saw him. His sight and hearing were 
not. much impaired, and, he indulged 
in senile boasting, not justified by the 


facts, of his retained abilities as a 
rider, estrian. and marksman, 

In short, SHELL did--not. present an 
enviable ‘spectacle, but he was happy 
enough, or at least he was not un- 
happy. His death; ,presumably, was 
one of the very - few. properly to be 
called ‘‘ natural ’’—not due, that is, to 
accident or disease, but simply to “ old 
age."’ - 


Painful indeed is it 
to learn that. four 
eminent publishing 
houses and two large 
dealers in. books 
could not see the prospect of any profits 
to be derived from an autobiography of 
Mayor Hyr.an, and that, like so many 
writers less well known, his manuscript 
made many,journeys back and forth be- 
fore what is pleasantly described as “ an 
arrangement ’’ ‘could be made for print- 
ing and selling it. 

All’s well that ends well, however, and 
before long an eager ~public probably 
will be -proving to those eminent pub- 
lHshers and large dealets that they—not 
for:the first time—have made a mistake. 
For, as it happens, autoblographies, 
when the real thing—and of course the 
Mayor’s will be that—have a habit of 
being both interesting’ and valuable. 
Therein are they quite different from 
biographies, which often are not the 
least dull, and quite the most untrust- 
worthy, .domain of the literature called 
serious. 

And it has been well said that auto~- 
biographies always are true—in essen- 


tials. The impulse to write one of them 
comes only to those who sincerely be- 
lieve that. the’ truth about themselves is 
worth telling and that it makes out:a 
good case. - 

The Mayor's autobiography. is. said to

If the Legislature had 
intended that the children’s Judges 
should be practicing lawyers, it would 
have been a very simple matter to have 
8o said. Having been ‘silent in respect 
to this qualification, it seems clear that 
it was not intended that these Judges 
should of eceaty be lawyers.

MRS. STOKES WINS 
DOWER IN $7,000,009 


Court Holds That She Did Not 
Intend ta Sign Away Rights 
in Husband's Estate. | 


CALLS HIS ACT SUBTERFUGE . 


Justice Cohalan’s Decision Gives 
Back to Wife Income From Third 
of the; Stokes Realty. 


Mrs. Helen Elwood Stokes’s suit to 
set aside her release of her dowér in- 
terest, or the income from one-third of 
the real estate of her husband, W. B. D. 
Stokes, was decided in° her favor yes- 
terday by Supreme Court Justice Co- 
halan after two months’ deliberation. 
The value of the Stokes real estate is 
estimated at $7,000,000. The Court ac- 
cepted in the main the evidence offered 
in behalf of Mrs. Stokes that she didn’t 
realize the nature of her act in signing 
the release, and that she was under the 
domination of her ‘husband at the time. 


Justice Cohalan rejected the principal 
defense of Mr. Stokes that his wife re- 
ceived as consideration for the release 
of her dower the agreement by him prior 
to their marmage to pay her $500 a 
month so,long as she lived with him as 
his- wife becnuse Stokes was unable to 
produce a copy of the agreement. An- 
other contention that Mrs. Stokes waited 


| too long to disavow the release was de- 


cided in her favor on the ground that 
Mrs. Stokes didn’t know that the deeds 
she signed purported to transfer her 
dower rights until the deeds were re- 
corded eight years after she signed 
them, ‘‘and when she had ascertained 
to a certainty, in her mind at least, | 
that she had been defrauded and in- 
fluenced into signing something that she 
never intended to, she acted promptly." 

Isidor Gainsburg, attorney for Mr. 
Stokes, said yesterday after Justice 
Cohaian's opinion had been filed that 
he had not yet communicated with his 
client, but declared that an appeal 
would be filed at once... “ gt client is 
just beginning to fight,’ sald Mr, Gains- 
burg. An effort will be made to have 
the case heard by the Appellate Division 
early in the Fall. 

The Court said that if a conveyance 


} of property by a husband “is a mere 
| device or contrivance by which the hus- 


band, not parting with the absolute do- 
minion over the property during his life, | 
seeks to do away with the right of in- |; 
choate dower, then such an instrument {| 
will be ineffectual against her.’”’ Justice | 


} Cohalan continued: 


** Foliowing this reasoning, I have ar- | 
rived at the belief that the deeds to the | 
corporation were a mere subterfuge and | 
released the plaintiff's in- 
choate right of dower. In the disposi- 
tion of this matter I have taken into 
consideration the confidential relation- 
ship existing between the plaintiff and 
the experience and 
business knowledge had by the respec- | 
tive parties; and there is no question in 
my mind but that dominant position | 
throughout was occupied by the defen- 
dant Stokes. The evidence fully sus- | 


| tains the claim that the defendant con- | 


trolled her actions, at least in the early 
days of theif marriage, and that fn sign- 


| ing the deeds to the corporation she did 


so under his influence, and had _ no 
knowledge that she was being called 
upon to release forever every right she 
nad in the property.’ \

dead, they conferred the degree of 
LL. D. on W. P..G, Harding. Theodore 
Roosevelt, a graduate of Harvard in 
her better and brighter days, used to 
carry a big stick and terrorize the big 
crooks, but the fates spared him the 
ordeal of seeing and hearing the money 
changers of all Street chuckle when 
Harvard conferred the degree of Doctor 
of Laws on W. P. B. Harding.

HOLD CONFERENCE 
WITHOUT RUSSIANS 


Delegates at Hague Trying to 
Work Out Plan for Con- 
tinuing Negotiations. 


KRASSIN’S ATTITUDE LOFTY 


Says Russia Can Do Without Credits 
and Is More Stable Than 
Western Europe.

THE HAGUE, July 11.—The Russians 
are being left aside and the heads of 
the delegations of the other countries 
spent all today trying to work out a 
plan for continuing The Hague con- 
ference with some prospect of accom- 
plishment. The attitude of the Russians 
in refusing to meet the private property 
conditions has brought the negotiations 
to a standstill, but the British are anxi- 
ous to keep going, on the theory that 
the Soviets are only bargaining and 
will finally come to terms. 

This is against Genoa experience. 
Nevertheless it was decided today to 
send to the Russians four definite ques- 
tions designed to bring a clear state- 
ment of their position regarding the 
claims of foreigners dispossessed by the 
Bolshevist nationalization program. 

The Soviet delegates are expected to 
reply Thursday, and then it will be de- 
cided whether to continue the confer- 
ence. 

The British and Itallans are about 
the only delegates not in favor of clos- 
ing up this week. The French position 
is expressed by M. Alphand, head of 
the delegation: 

‘“‘The Hague undertaking, in which: 
all the powers entered in good will, has 
shown the impossibility of reaching ac- 
cords because of the’ attitude of the 
Russians. They have spoken only to 
affirm principles and doctrines incom- 
patible with the honorable practice of 
all other countries of the world. It is 
useless to continue the debates. 
ever, if certain delegations have still 
questions to ask the representatives of 
the Soviets the French will gladly re- 


main for that to be done.*’ 

The Belgian Government has given 
Baron Cattier full power to withdraw 
when he thinks best. 

British hopes for the success of the 
conference have considerably lessened 
since the Russians have shown that un- 
less they get large credits—which are 
not forthcoming—they prefer to make 
separate treaties, and individual settle- 
ments with claimants. They are count- 
ing perhaps on causing among the Gov- 
ernments whose nationals are interested 
differences that they may be able to 
turn to thelr own advantage. 

Beyond doubt after the expiration of 
the term during which separate treaties 
are barred, Moscow will make strong 
offers to Great Britain for a diplomatic 
treaty and full recognition. Were Eng- 
land to follow that course, it is easy to 
forecast divergencies with France and 
the United States, for instance, with 
whom there is judged to be little pros- 
pect of diplomatic accord with the Bol- 
sheviki. 

In an interview in the Dutch Com- 

munist organ Tribune,. M. Krassin de- 
fines the Soviet delegation’s policy even 
more emphatically than he has done at 
the conference. Asked whether prac- 
tical results could be expected at The 
Hague he answered: 
“It is difficult to tell now, as the 
position of the Governments on the chief 
question is still indefinite. The principal 
question is whether financial help will 
be forthcoming for the restoration of 
Russia. After seven years we cannot 
undertake obligations unless we have 
assurance of help in the form of long 
credits. We maintain our attitude of 
Genoa.

Mr. Brown’s special task will be to 
investigate the operations of the credit 
loan banks and co-operative loan organ- 
izations of merchants and artisons, 
which have been set up by the Joint 
Distribution Committee in Poland, Lith- 
uania, Latvia, Rumania, Sub-Carpathia 
and Palestine. As the head of the Gen- 
eral Necessities Corporation of Detroit, 
and organizer of.a number of credit loan 
organizations in Michigan, Mr. Brown 
is thorenahiy familiar with this phase 
of constructive_ philanthropic effort.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


General Advance in All Mar- 
kets—Specialties Lead on 
Stock Exchange. | 


There were advances In all markets 
yesterday, a reflection of a more cheer- 
ful sen ment with’ relation to foretgn 
and domestic affairs as well as the in- 
evitable short covering which follows a 
decline in any quarter. It was notice- 
able, for instance, that Belgian and 
French bonds, which had been under 
Pressure on Monday, recovered almost 
as sharply as they had declined and 
likewise there was strength in the for- 
eign exchange market. Both of these 
developments tended to temper the out- 
look as to events abroad and while a 
crisis was admitted in Germany the opin-

This attitude apparently arose from the 
fact that Wall Street had never taken 
the rail strike seriously. Rather it had 
considered that the strike might be 
ended after a relatively brief period of 
time, Also the developments of yes- 
terday were not so unfavorable as might 
appear on the surface. The holding up 
of freight and mail service came about 
through lack of inspection men for the 
trains that were in operation and some 
trains, therefore, had to be dropped 
from schedules but not because operat- 
ing men themselves had joined the shop- 
men. Then, too, the Street took some 
comfort from the fact that the signal 
men refused to join in the strike.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Further Advance in Stoek Prices. 


,The stock market gained further. 
ground yesterday, some substantial ad- 
vances being recorded in active. spécu- 
lative issues. In the motor group 
Studebaker was again the feature, es- 
tablishing a new high record for the 
year, the movement being accompanied 
by reports of continued prosperity in 
the motor car industry in spite of the 
fact that a falling off in business was 
expected after the turn of. the half 
year. The steels and rails were uni- 
formly firm, Domestic -ofls continued 
their advance, and the Mexican issues 
also gajned.

‘ Refunding the British Debt. 


Wall Street had a report yesterday 
by cable from London that Great: Brit- 
ain plans to refund a part of her debt, 
at least, by the sale of a dollar loan 
in this market. The report was not 
confirmed by bankers who would know 
if such a project is brewing, and it 
necessarily comes under the Head of 
information which is classed as’ im- 
portant, if true. In some quarters a 
British loan for the early Fall is 
favored, particularly if it is_a long 
term issue, with the possibility of added 
profit through improvement in the 
pound SterHng. At least, it would be 
a relief after some of the foreign secur- 
ities which have been offered in the 
New York market this year. 


Sharp Competition for Bonds. 


Investment bankers who deal fn State 
and municipal issues in large volume are 
commencing to shave the spread between 
the purchase price and the offering price.

acting as an, individual taxpayer and 
representative of several taxicab com- 
panies) for an injunction*to restrain the 
enforcement of the Taxicab Bonding 
law. Action to test the constitutionality 
of. the law has been started in the Fed- 
eral courts with the preliminary decision 
against the plaintiffs, and Mr. Donnel- 
la’s action was designed as a test in the 
State courts. 

Because of an agreement that there 
would be no arrests pending a decision 
in the Donnella action, Justice Finch 
indicated that he-intended to decide the 
case promptly and a decision is expect- 
ed today or tomorrow. ~- 

Robert Ferrari of 155 Broadway, at- 
torney for Donnella, attacked the law as 
an abuse of the police power of the 
State, unwarranted by any emergency. 

Deputy. Attorney General Robert 8S. 
Conklin said that the police report of 
accidents showed that taxicabs killed 
sixty persons and injured 1,996 persons 
in New York City during 1921. He as- 
serted that the reckless operation of 
taxicabs and the insolvency of many 
taxicab drivers had made the bonding

ESSEN, July 11 (Associated Press).— 
The Government is taking steps to avert 
the threatened strike in the Ruhr coal 
mines. This is indicated by the arrival 
here today of Minister of Labor Prauns 
for the purpose of opening’ new negotia- 
tions on the disputed questions. 

The unions’ instructions to their work- 
ers provide that all notice be given in -by 
next Saturday, to be followed by a gen- 
eral laying down of tools on Aug. 1. 
Final decision on the part of the miners 
rests with the district conference ,to he 
held at Dortmund next Friday. 

The crux of the situation appears to lle 
in the workers’ demand for more exten- 
sive power in the labor councils of the 
mines than the law at present admits. 
The question of wages enters as subsid- 
iary t@ this point, and concerns not so 
much the rates of pay as the time of 
payments. 

With living costs rising daily the work- | 
ers want their wages fortnightly instead | 
of monthly, in order to meet fluctuating 
household €xpenses. They also demand 
a hihger scale for piecework and a more 
liberal allowance of coal for personal use 
than is now prescribed.

*¥rance will pay her debt to the 
United States, but just when will de- 
bend to a@ great extent on Germany,” 
said Jean V. Parmentier, Directgy of 
the nistry of Financé in Paris, on his 
afrivdl here yesterday on the French 
liner Savoie from Hayré. 

M. Parmentier, who has passed all his 
life in the Financial Bureaw ° of <the 


‘-French Government, is 38 years old, but 


looks younger He speaks English dis- 
tinctly. He was met at the pier by An- 
toine Boyer, financial adviser to the 
Embassy in Washington. 

The Director said he had ‘corhe over | 


“to discuss the war debt of France to the | 


United States in a friendly fashion and | 
to discover just what America expected 
France to do. He said that the position 
of France toward this country on the 
War loan was the same as it wa toward 
Great Britain. France had no desire to 
cancel her debts to either nation, he 
added. All these matters will be dis- 
cussed in Washington with the Interal- 
lied Debt Funding Commission. 

‘““The German Government so far,” 
M. Parmentier continued, ‘‘ has paid | 
only sufficient money to the Allies for 
the cost of maintaining the: armies of 
occupation. If the German people were 
taxed by their Government as. the} 
French people are, Germany could prob- 
ably come close to paying the full repa- 
demanded from her. So far 
France has paid more of the cost of 
the war than her neighbor across the 
Rhine. Money in France goes round 
in a circle. The people pay 600 francs 


to them partly by- the Government for 
work connected with ‘rehabilitation in 
the devastated areas. We are working 
hard in those regions and have had to 
borrow money from our own people to 
do it.’’ 

“Is the financial condition of France 
sound at present?’’ he was asked. 


“Yes, it is quite good, and I 8o* not 
think the france will go any lower than 
it is now. But if the United States and 
Great Britain press France for payments 
of her war debts then the franc will 
drop and the condition wil be serious.’ 

“The debt of France to the United 
States,’’ M. Parmentier said, ‘“‘ now 
amounts to $3,300,000;000, but it cannot 
be considered alone. We must consider 
it as part of the interallied debt in| 
which France also owes Britain, and 
Britain is indebted to the United States. 
They must be gonsidered together. 

‘At this time France is unable to 
collect money enough to meet even the 
entire interest on her obligations. One 
cause is that, because of the fall of the 
franc, she got only $260,000,000 from 
the sale of surplus mar materials 
valued at $400,000,000. We are now pay-~, 
ing interest of $20,000,000 a year on a 
$400, 000,000 loan from the United Statés, 
but. this is the only dent France has 





. been able to make in the debt.’ 


There is a good deal of unemployment 
in France, M. Parmentier said, but 
business conditions were steadily im- 
proving. 

When asked what he thought of the 
statement made recently by the Germarr 
Government that it could not pay the 
50,000,000 gold marks due on July 15 as} 
part of the indemnity, the French finan 
cier shrugged his shoulders and said| 
that it was only $12,500,000, and wet 
not a large sum for Germany to pay.

Americans. in London Take More 
Hopeful View of Outlook. 


LONDON, July 11 (Associated Press). 
—The best informed Amefpican vupinion 
in London inclines to the view that the 
state of affairs in Europe is generally 
trending toward betterment notwith- 
standing the ominous situation in Ger> 
many and the econamic chaos in Russia, 
Thia is based’ mainly on multiplying 
signs that European statesmen are re- 
alizing that Secretary Hughes meant 
what aid wnen ‘he declined their in- 
vitation to go to'Genoa and plainly told 
them that they must ‘‘ clean house be- 
fcre America can usefully co-operate." 

Slow acceptance of this fact is seén 
by American official observers here in 
recent utterances by the French Premier 
Poincaré, who is believed to be cautious- 
ly feeling his way toward the more con- 
ciliatory attitude respecting Germany 
and taken some time ago by 
Premier Lloyd George. 

The French Premier’s recent stdte- 
ments are interpreted here as being 
carefully designed to keep the-..‘‘ make 
Germany pay ”’ slogan waving in order 
to disarm his political opponents, but at 
the same time calculated to point out 
the dangers of too intransigéant' a 
policy as indicated by the depreciation 
of the franc. 

Until the French and British policies 
\qre co-ordinated, according to the Amef- 
| tean official view, there is not a chance 
for resumption of the loan negotiations 
which broke down recently in Paris. 

That the Anglo-French views are be- 
coming more consolidated may develo 
in aj meeting of the Supreme Council, 
which Downing Street during the last 
few days has been hinting at as likely 
to be called soon. Such a meeting prob- 
ablv:,will be summoned in any event 
should The Hague negotiations fall 
down, as it would be necessary then to 
make some new attempt to solve the 
Russian puzzle. 

It is pointed, out that the renieeninn| 
of the Supreme Council might be deeme 
helpful if it served to bring an Reaaetaen | 
to the conference. board, even in the 
mere capacity of an observer. 

Should any international gathering 
be called soon for the purpyse of sound- 
ing the American attitude respecting 
Russia, it is likely to be disappointing 
to the creators of such a meeting, since 
former Governor Goodrich of Indiana, 
who is now returning to America af 
extensive investigations in Russia, 1 
doubtless report to President Hard 
that there is no danger of a countér- 
revolution in Russia, that the heads of 
the Soviet Government are beginning 
to accept the advice of more practical 
men like Krassin and. age prepared, to 
make further coricessions’to capitalistic 
pressure, but that the extremists are 
still powerful and that any alterations 
in the Communistic program must come 
slowly and gradually and that there- 
fore, as far as America is concerned, a 
more favorable moment for action must 
be patiently awaited. ‘

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COURT BARS BANTON 
FROM FULLER BOOKS 


Federal Judge Knox Issues an 
Injunction Against Delivery _ 
to Prosecutor. : 


CASE WILL COME UP TODAY| 


’ : : 
District Attorney Declares He Will 
' Fight to Trace Charge of 

Bucketing Orders. 


Judge Knox yesterday, in the Federal 
Court, issued a temporary injunction 
restraining District Attorney Joab H. 
Banton from obtaining the books of E. 
M. Fuller & Co. in his investigation of 
allegations that fhe bankrupt brokerage 
firm bucketed the orders of customers. 
The Judge announced he would hold a 
"hearing in the proceeding today. Late 
Monday aftérnoon the District Attor- 
ney served a Grand Jury subpoena on 
Samuel Strasburger, Federal Receiver 
for Fuller & Co., demanding the delivery 
of the books yesterday morning. 

Mr. Strasburger immediately notified 
James Louis Moore of Hayes, St. John 
& Moore, counsel for Fuller & Co. Un- 
der .an agreement with the brokerage 
firm when it went into bankruptcy, the 
books were to be withheld from any 
proceeding other than the bankruptcy. 

When he found that he could not im- 
mediately obtain the books, Mr. Banton 
said: 

“J am going to determine orice and 
for all whether a defiant challenge such 
as was thrown out in the Fuller case to 
the officer entrusted with the enforce- 
ment of the oxpipal law can be main- 
tained. 

“Nowhere has it “been held yet that 
the receiver for a*bankrupt cannot have 
his books unless he stipulates that the 
District Attorney cannot have them for 
the purpose of investigating an alleged 
crime.”’ 

Mr. Banton then referred to the per- 
manent injunction issued by the Fed- 


eral court when he attempted to obtain 
possession of the books of S. S. Ruskay 
& Co., which recently failed, and added 
thatthe Ruskay failure did not seem to 
present as many glaring irregularities as 
does the Fuller case or the failure of 
H. G. Mandeville & Co. 

‘* Nothing lke these cases has ever 
occurred before where a bankrupt can 
go into the United States Supreme Court 
and say, ‘Ye I gave these books to 
my lawyer and the lawyer gave them 
to the receiver in bankruptcy, who re- 
fuses to let the prosecutor have the 
books.’ Therefore I am going to go the 
limit to get possession of these oks. 
There can be but oné purpose in such 
justice.’’ 

Mr. Banton said his investigation of 
Fuller & Co,’s activities would be con- 
tinued without abatement. He added 
that *° Assistant District Attorneys 
Schrieber, Geraty ang McKenna ‘were 
solving into complaints received by him 
from former customers of Fuller & Co. 
with a view to presenting the informa- 
tion obtained to the Grand Jury. 

“I am not ready yet to say what I 
shall do regarding the application for a 
permanent injunction to restrain me 
from obtaining’ the Fuller books until 
after the proceeding tomorrow. It is 
time, however, that a decision was ob- 
tained in a case of the kind from the 
United States Supreme Court.”’

EARLY COTTON GAIN 
LOST BEFORE CLOSE 


Market Is Still Unsettled—Final 
Prices Show Only Slight 
* Change. 


While selling pressure was less than 
during the two preceding days, the cot- 
ton market still reflected an upsettled 
condition. Several interests have liqui-« 
dated holdings and withdrawn for the 
moment, owing to European uncertain- 
ties and improvement that has taken 
Place in the crop. In the event of con- 
tinued good weather, many feel yield 
estimates will be increased considerably 
before the next Bureau report is rade 
up on July 25. Trading was not general 
and after a 30 point recovery prices lost 
most of the gain, closing 6 ‘to 14 points 
over Monday’s level. 

A steadier\Liverpool exerted decided 
influence on local trading during the 
morning. . After opening lower foreign 
quotations recovered one-quarter of @ 
cent. This, in conjunction with a firmer 
stock market, served to reduce pressure 

n cotton. For an hour selling proved 
sufficient to fill all buying orders, leav- 
ing an irregular and uncertain tone. 
But when New Orleans recovered, room 
operators started bidding up October 
and December and before ‘midday Octo- 
ber ran from 21.85 to above 22.15. Fol- 
lowing the sharp decline of a cent in 
two days, support increased and at the 
same time there was less weight of long 
cotton felt. This encouraged profes- 
sional operations on the theory that 
supply ‘of contracts remained so small 
that a cent break entitled the market 


to some reaction. 

Professionals took contracts. sold 
early, October around 21.85 and Decems 
ber below 21.75. When it became evi- 


Jaen that selling pressure was less ur- 

gent than on Monday, active covering 
| Seealened, running, October above 
cents and up 30 points from low figures 
of the morning. Volume of business was 
not large so that prices advanced easily 
once buying started. 

Outside of a certain amount of selling 
from Southern sources there appeared to 
| be more disposition around the ring to 
take the buying than the selling side. 
Many sections of the South have a good 
{crop in prospect at this date and in 
Texas and Oklahoma it is far enough 

advanced to justify hedge sales against 

a portion of the probable yield. With 
contracts at a level of 22 cents and the 
cost of production as low as 12 or 14 
cents in some parts of the belt, a sub- 
stantial profit is secured regardless of 
the future course of prices. But ac- 
tual volume of sales of this character 
is not large though increasing steadily 
as the season advances. In August, 
during a good crop year, hedging opera- 
tions assume proportions that becqme 
a decisive price-making faetor. As yet, 
there are hardly hedges enough to rée- 
lieve conditions resulting from a_steadis 
ly diminishing visible supply. Reports 
from Southwestern sections ind cate 
generally. satisfactory crop prospect, 
though somewhat behind a normal date, 
but with the extent of boll-weevil dam- 
age and August rainfall still to be de- 
termined. 

After a recoverey of 30 points, limited 
new buying left trading too professional 
to carry on the rise. Shortly after mid- 
day scattered selling brought a loss of 
15 points and during the afternoon this 
was increased until October sold at 2154 
low figures of the day. One group of 
traders was engaged in supporting,*an- 
ether in attacking the market. This 
produced nervous price changes but 
without getting far in either direction. 
New Orleans improved 15 points sharply 
near the close, revealing few contracts 
for sale the moment demand appeared. 
Final covering left the list about 10 
points from the day’s low.

ADJOURN PUBLISHER'S CASE 


“A Young Glirl’s ‘Diary,” “Women 
in Love’ and “Casanova’s Home- 
coming” Complained Of.

Every copy of ‘‘A Young Girl's 
Diary,” ‘‘ Women in Love,” and ‘“‘ Casa- 
nova’s Homecomtng”* was seized by 
John S._Sumner, Secretary of the So- 
ciety for the Suppression of. Vice, when, 
armed with a search warrant issued by 
Magistrate Edward Weill, he visited the 
offices and shipping room of Thomas 
Seltzer, Inc., 5 West Fiftieth Street, 
last Friday. ‘ 

A summons charging Mr. Seltzer, who 
is the publisher of the confiscated vol- 
umes, with violating Section 1141 of. the 
Penal Code, was adjourned to next 
Tuesday when the case came before 
Magistrate George E. Simms in the 
West Side Court yesterday. The sec- 
tion of the Penal Code specified in the 
summons deals with the publication and 
sale of obscene literature. 

When asked why he seized the books, 


Mr. Sumner said he had received a 
complaint from a source which he re- 
fused to divulge. He said he would 
say nothing more until the case came 
up in court. Jonah Goldstéin will ap- 
pear as counsel for the publisher. 

After packing up the books, Mr. Sum- 
ner gave Mr. Seltzer a receipt for a 
total of 772 volumes and had them 
carted away by a truckman employed 
by Mr. Seltzer. ‘Mr. Seltzer alleges that 
he was not only ordered’ to open his 
desk to the vice crusader, but was told 
that a police patrol wagon would be 
called to transport the books jf the 
publisher declined to call for his own 
truckman. 

Words were passed between the two 
men in ‘reference to the question of 
licentiousness in ‘‘A Young. Girl’s 
Diary."’ In signing for the books Mr. 
Sumner indictaed that they were re- 
ceipted for by the District Attorney. 

‘“A Young Girl's Diary ’’ is the work 
of an anonymous Austrian girl. Among 
those who have endorsed the book, ac- 
cording to Mr. Seltzer, are Professor 
Stanley G. Hall, author of a number of 
books on sex hygiene; Professor Joseph 
Jastrow of the University of Wisconsin, 
Dr, Smith Ely Jelliffe, Dr. Sigmund 
Freud, Dr. A. A. Brill, Dr. Ira S&S. 
Vile, Charles Rann Kennedy, Miss Ger- 
trude Gogin of the Y. W. C, A., and 
Laura B. Garrett, lecturer on sex hy- 
giene in the New York public schools. 
D. H. Lawrence, the English author, 
wrote ‘Women in Love,’’ which has 
been on sale for two years at $15 a 
volume. ‘*Casanova’s Homecoming 
is the work of Arthur Schnitzler, the 
Viennese novelist and playwright. 
Brentano’s phoned Mr. Seltzer yester- 
day and said that their copies of “A 
Young Girl's Diary-'’ had been removed 
by Mr. Sumner. It was the only one 
of the three banned books carried on 


their shelves.
